FIRST SESSION— TUESDAY AFTERNOON, 

July i6th, 1901. 

The first session was called to order at 4 o'clock p. m., at the 
Algonquin hotel, by the president. 

Mr. Burkhardt assumed the chair, and spoke as follows : 

Members of the Ohio State Phamtaceuticai Association : 

I take pleasure in introducing to you the Hon. J. R. Lindemuth, the 
mayor of the city of Dayton. (Applause.) 

Mr. Lindemuth : Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the Ohio Druggists' 
Association, on behalf of the city, I assure you that it affords me great 
pleasure to give you a cordial greeting, and extend to you the hospitalities 
of our city. Welcome addresses are usually of the same strain. There is 
only one thing, and but one thing, and that is the cordiality with which it is- 
given. And let me assure you that this is extended with pleasure, and not 
only officially, but personally. 

I was informed that this association met in our city some ten years 
ago, and I presume at that time you were given the keys of the city; and we 
only have one slight protest to enter, and that is that you were so long in 
returning them. (Laughter.) The latch string does not hang out this time! 
It has been taken off, and we give it to you ; you may take it along home 
with you, and may it be the means of drawing or leading you back to 
Dayton. 

It is with local civic pride that the city of Dayton points to her moral, 
her intellectual, her prosperous and happy citizens, her many churches, her 
many school buildings, and her splendid sewer system; her broad streets, 
beautifully paved, and lined with handsome business buildings and fine 
residences; and her manufactures, so diversified in character and great in 
number that their products are found in every civilized country upon the 
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globe. To these, and many other things we point with pride, and Dayton, 
as it has been justly named, The Gem City of Ohio, and she can exclaim 
that, * * These are our Jewels. ' * 

I remembet when the requirements to compound prescriptions were not 
restricted by law. Some years ago, it was my pleasure to spend some of 
my leisure evenings in the rear end of a drug store and exchange stories, 
and the druggist who was able to tell the difference between cologne and 
asafoetMa, and spirits frumenti and vin gallici, and aqua fortior and vin 
xericum, was able to distribute with ease and pleasure to himself, the medi- 
cines, and fill prescriptions. But to-day, we find it different. We have an 
educated class of people, and we are restricted by law ; and when we go to 
a drug store with a prescription, we go there with confidence that it will be 
properly filled ; and there is nothing like the confidence that is g^iven to an 
invalid. 

Mayor Harrison, of Chicago, some time ago, in speaking of the Twen- 
tieth Century Ideal City, said that Chicago practically made Illinois ; New 
York City, New York State; St. Louis, Missouri; Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
and Toledo, Ohio. Now, we think that he was not very well posted in the 
geography of Ohio ; because there is located in this beautiful Miami Valley 
The Gem City ; and the cool breezes that are produced by otur fans cool the 
people of Columbus, just as nicely as they do in the city of Columbus, and 
the filter cleanses the muddy water of the Ohio for Cincinnati, just so nicely 
as the conduit of the Nile. And the grocer or the merchant weighs his 
merchandise by a scale made in Dayton; registers his money by a register 
manufactured in Dayton. 

Doubtless you have come together to review the business interests of the 
past year; to improve the present, and plan for the future good and welfare 
of your business and association; and we trust that all your proceedings may 
be not only to the good of your association, but we feel sure, for the good of 
the entire state of Ohio. 

Many of you have doubtless met together for a number of years, and 

may time and providence deal gently with you, and you be permitted to 

meet together in the association for many years to come. 

But the true life draweth Higher every year ; 
And the morning star climbs higher every year : 
Earth's hold on us gn'ovreth slighter, 
And the heavy burdens lighter 
And the dawn of morning brighter. 

May you all have a pleasant time during your stay with us. You are 
thrice welcome. ' (Applause.) 

The President : The very cordial greeting of the mayor 
reminds me of an incident that Artemus Ward recounts. He said 
that after the northern forces had first entered Richmond, he 
registered at the hotel; they said they were somewhat crowded, 
but he could go out into the back yard, and there he would find 
accommodations. He said he proceeded to the barnyard, and 
there found a number of coal carts, and he immediately drew one 
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of them over him and covered himself, but before morning some 
one came around and stole the covering. Now, I shall call upon 
our friend Mr. De Lang, of Cincinnati, to respond to the welcome 
address. (Applause.) 

Mr. De I/ang : Ladies and gentlemen, it is a little surprising that I am 
called upon without notice, to reply to this speech, but I feel that the words 
of welcome to the Gem City to our state association as a body, came from 
the gentleman's heart, and I know by the reception that we have received 
from the druggists of Dayton themselves, that they have made us, and will 
make us, thrice welcome in their midst. 

Of course, they have given us a sua parlor. That means a great deal in 
this kind of weather. They have tempered the breezes ! That is well. But 
the feeling of the gentlemen of the Gem City clearly shows that there is a 
warmth in their faces and in their hearts toward us. I do not know in what 
other way to express myself, as this short notice did not allow me to prepare 
myself at all. 

But I will say one thing, which I wish to bring forward now, and it may 
be said here — that the state association has received the welcome of a 
number of our cities, and at this time we have one point to bring forward, 
that there is clearly a lack of interest in the state organization by its mem- 
bers. I feel sure that the druggists of Dayton would have welcomed 
hundreds of members of our association, rather than a handful. There is a 
point that I want to bring out, in regard to the state organization : that it 
must be fostered, must be kept together, must be brought forward as the 
mother organization of our state, and of our local organizations. That it is 
the body politic, an organization which is, I might say, the right arm of the 
national association. We must not lose interest on account of our active 
local organizations and affiliated associations with the national association, 
in regard to our state organization. 

The present tendency toward active work in local organizations has 
brought a feeling which may be expressed : ** Well, we don't need the 
state association." That is a mistake, for it is the mother organization of 
our other organizations in this state. 

I will now thank you for your kind welcome in behalf of our associa- 
tion, and truly feel that the druggists of your city will give us a welcome 
that we may be well pleased with and take to our homes. (Applause.) 

The President : We also have with us one of our old time 
members, who has been present on numerous occasions of this 
kind, that is our venerable friend, Adam Schmidt, of Springfield, 
and I will call upon him for a few words. (Applause). 

Adam Schmidt : What have I done, that I should be called 
on again ? Is there any more chickens stolen in the neighbor- 
hood ? I guess I am guilty again ! I am only glad that the 
mayor is such a fine looking man, and made such a fine speech ; 
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and I only hope he will remember me in case there is any more 
chickens stolen in the neighborhood. 

As you all know, and without excuse, I am not a speech- 
maker. I am a great talker, but I can talk more nonsense than 
sense, and there is another part of the program that I can do 
much better than making a speech ; and if you don't believe me 
I will show you after the meeting adjourns. Therefore, I will 
now ask Mr. President to call upon my friend, Dr. Casper. He 
is a much more modest man than I am, and he can make you a 
much better speech. (Applause.) 

The President : We will profit by the suggestion of our 
friend Schmidt, and call on Dr. Casper for a few words. 

Dr. Casper : I am not a speech-maker, as you know. Like 
all who are strangers, I am a very modest man ; but I can assure 
you that we do appreciate the warm welcome which the mayor of 
the Gem City has cordially tendered us; and we do appreciate all 
the efforts that the druggists have made in our behalf. In say- 
ing that I must ask to be excused, as Mr. Schmidt is our heavy- 
weight and bright light of Springfield, and all the rest of us pale 
in his light. (Applause.) 

The President thereupon delivered his annual address, Mr. 
Burkhardt being in the chair, as follows : 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. President y and Gentlemen of the Association : 

I can scarcely realize that a year, with its joys and its sorrows, its 
successes and its failures, has flown since you honored me with the presi- 
dency of your association. 'Tis needless for me to say that I have apprecif 
ated your kindness in thus electing me to so honorable a position, although 
I may have questioned the judgment manifested in the selection made. 

I am not unmindful of the manifold duties and the requirement 
demanded of the one who would carefully and diligently look after the 
welfare of the association during the interim between our annual meetings. 
When we assumed the office of president it was with the determination to 
use every effort to advance the best interests of the association in every way 
possible. Such demands as have been made upon our time has been met 
willingly, and the few sacrifices made in the interests of the work were 
granted feeling that the effort was entirely inadequate and but a poor return 
for the honor conferred. 

The year has been one of greatest interest to the trade. The N. A. R. D. 
has been active and is proving itself a strong factor in the betterment of trade 
conditions in many localities ; the " Worcester Plan " is meeting with the 
approbation of many and is being endorsed by numerous associations ; the 
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volume of trade has never been excelled; the national **Ptire Food and 
Drug Law " met with such opposition as to kill it in the last days of the 
national congress, but the repeal of the burdensome "Stamp Tax Law," 
brought joy to hearts of the faithful, and now in imitation of the prophets 
of ** Allah," in contentment we will ** lick salt * instead of stamps and will 
make our '*Salam" to a result, evidencing what "organization" will 
accomplish when earnestly carried forward. 

One fact which impresses itself most deeply is the knowledge that too 
many of our druggists and fellow tradesmen are not identified with, and are 
seemingly, in no way interested in the success of the association, and the 
question was how to reach them and gain their support and influence. Too 
many have failed to grasp the fact that **organization," local, county, state 
and national, is the one thing necessary to circumvent the conditions which 
threatens our very existence. Too many have not only failed to show any 
interest in the work of the association, other than to stand back and declaim 
against the efforts of those who do believe that the association has some 
claim on their time and resources. Another element dislikes the poison 
law, they don't like the liquor law, they are dissatisfied with the pharmacy 
law, in fact nothing suits them. If business is bad for this element, by 
some peculiar alchemy known only to themselves, they arrive at the con- 
clusion that the unfavorable condition is the direct outgrowth of the wort 
of the association. 

What are the facts ? 

There is not a druggist in the state who does not owe a large part of his 
success and prosperity, be it great or small, to the work of the association ; 
in spite of themselves, they are receiving the benefit of the association's 
work. I remember having been present during a conversation with one of 
our fellow druggists in which he most severely condemned an act of, as he 
supposed, the association. The question was asked *' are you a member of 
the association?" and the reply **No, and I never will be." The next 
half hour was devoted to showing that erring brother just where he stood 
aud if the association was not conducted along the lines which he felt were 
in the best interests of the drug trade, he was standing in his own light and 
was not true to himself or his fellow druggists in not immediately affiliating 
and giving them the benefit of his intelligence and experience together 
with an adequate financial support; that his proper place was **in the 
ranks," and his duty to assist in directing the affairs of the association sa 
that the greatest good would redound to the greatest number. To-day he is. 
enrolled upon our roster of membership. 

The ** excuse " offered most frequently for non-affiliation is " your fees, 
and dues are too high !' ' Did you ever hear it ? 

The question as to the correct amount to charge as ** fees and dues," 
is one to which I have devoted much thought. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the statement *' J3.50 in advance," has kept many a member 
from our rolls. 

I know the argument of having a **high fee with a few members " as 
being better than a low fee and a great association. A ** financial " sieve, 
to me, is one of but little merit and as I have said the motto of the associa^ 
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tion if it would flourish should be "the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber," and the question naturally arises, do we benefit the 3500 Ohio drug- 
gists who are non-afl&liated most by placing our fees where many of these 
fellow compounders feel that they are prohibitive ? It is a two-sided prop- 
osition, but the preponderance of evidence is on the side of low fees and 
large membership. I admit that we should not put the fee where we would 
lack in funds to properly carry on our work; there is surely some middle 
ground and we should strive to gain it. Compare if you will our fees and 
dues with those of other state associations and you will soon realize that 
ours is a false position. Again, compare our attendance for the past few 
years with the attendance during the era of low fees and large membership 
if you would know whither we are drifting. 

Ten years ago when we last met in this beautiful city we had about four 
hundred in attendance, although at the time our association was suffering 
from the results of an abiding confidence in the acts of a careless, if not 
dishonest official." 

Last year about one hundred members were in attendance, the year 
before about the same number. Three years ago not to exceed fifty mem- 
bers were present at any session for the transaction of business, although 
about one hundred and fifty were enrolled as being in attendance. 

This apparent lack of interest in the association on the part of our fellow 
tradesmen cannot be attributed to any interference on the part of the officers 
in control, who have put forth every possible effort to advance the associa- 
tion's best interests, but it can be attributed to a policy in the matter of fees 
and dues, regarded by a great majority as excessive, and we cannot expect 
non-affiliated druggists to attend our meetings, although they are always 
most heartily welcomed. 

Believing as I do in the very close relationship between the matter of 
dues and fees and the question of membership, I submit the following tabu- 
lated statement as received from our most worthy treasurer. 

The Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association was formed in 1879 with 
forty-five members present, and for ten years each year shows an increase 
in membership.

From 1892 to 1901 the records are as follows : 

In 1892 our membership fell to 911 ; in 1893, 906. 
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At the Cincinnati meeting in 1894 the by-laws were so amended that the 
words ** Three Dollars and Fifty Cents in advance," which to my mind are 
so potent in our association's welfare, were inserted, and this is the record :

These figures point to a plain, unpleasant fact confronting us and we 
should hesitate to further pursue a policy fraught with so much danger. 
We should apply the same business methods in the work of our association 
as characterizes our own private affairs. The prudent and successful drug- 
gist is always in closest touch with every detail of his business affairs and 
when he is confronted with a question of business policy which may mean 
ultimate future success or failure, that question receives his immediate and 
most careful attention. 

As an association we are confronted with a question which is most vital. 
The records show that our decadence commenced with our increased dues 
and fees ; shall we continue under the present arrangement, or shall we, 
without delay, try to reach the *' Middle Ground,** whereon we will be able 
to supply sufficient funds to carry forward the legitimate work of the asso- 
ciation and yet place our fee for membership within the reach of all. 

How to renew or add to the interest in our association so as to result in 
an increased attendance at our annual meetings is another question which 
has been earnestly considered, and one of the methods presenting itself for 
consideration is that of restoring the exhibits of pharmaceuticals as held in 
former years. 

The editorial in Merck's touching the matter of exhibits at the St. Louis 
meeting of the Pharmaceutical Associatioti so nearly expresses the writer's 
views that we quote almost entire : 

*' drie particularly new feature that is bound to draw is the unique kind 
of exhil)ition which they are planning. Heretofore the exhibitions at 
pharmaceutical meetings have been chiefly made up of displays of patent 
medicines and goods that doctors were more interested in than druggists. 

** This year the association proposes to set an example to the state 
pharmaceutical and other societies by excluding absolutely everything that 
is of a secret nature. * * ¥: They propose to make it educational 
to every druggist who attends^ by showing him the latest and best novelties 
in labels, the most recent and best books on pharmacy and kindred subjects, 
the newest laboratory, and labor saving device and accuracy producing 
apparatus of his art, novelties in the methods of filing and caring for 
prescriptions, objects of historical interest to pharmacists, fine pharmaceu- 
tical preparations, drugs and chemicals and a host of other interesting 
things collected from many sources for this occasion. A visit to such an 
exhibition will be sure to suggest to every keen witted pharmacist who 
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inspects it, a multitude of ideas that he can carry home and coin into cash. 
In order to keep him from overlooking or forgetting a single essential or 
valuable feature the representatives of the various exhibits will be given an 
opportunity at one session to describe the article they have on exhibition, 
their uses and advantages. * » * * 

" This new departure cannot but prove of advantage to the members in 
many ways, and whoever fails to attend will surely miss a treat he is pretty 
certain to regret in the future when he meets those who did attend. To 
stay at home when a chance is open to learn what progress pharmacy is 
making around us, and to acquire many " wrinkles *' that would be for the 
permanent good of our business and our pockets certainly does not seem 
the part of wisdom in any one. We may read all that is said at the meeting, 
but we cannot read into our consciousness nor engrave upon our memories 
the feelings and deep convictions that come from actual seeing and 
handling. '* 

We feel that the American Association is setting an example that our 
association can follow with profit ; the advantage of interesting our manu- 
facturers and their representatives in our meetings cannot be overestimated; 
true we have had a few each year who have added to the interest of our 
meetings in this manner, but there has been no organized effort on the part 
of the association to induce others to take advantage of our outings. Every 
representative of a firm about to make an exhibit at the association meeting 
would immediatly become an enthusiast and every druggist on whom he 
calls is urged to attend ; the association will feel the effect of the constant 
effort and the benefit will be three-fold. 

LpCAL AND COUNTY ASSOCIATIONS. 

Effort was made to effect as many local and county associations as pos- 
sible. With this end in view, by-laws and constitution were obtained from 
the Allen County Association, which is known to be most successful in its 
workings. These were published in the '* Midland,'* with blanks for name 
of city or county, and reprints of the form were also placed in every county 
where no organization existed and immediate action urged. 

We have a number of these reprints with us and will be pleased to place 
them in the hands of anyone desirous of furthering this work. 

The following letter was received from the secretary of the N. A. R. D. 
The plan of this association to prevent cutting and to improve trade condi- 
tions was thoroughly discussed in the president's address at Put-in-Bay last 
June, and we will have with us a representative of the association who will 
claim your indulgence later on in the consideration of the important matter.

'* Dear Sir : At the meeting of the Ohio Pharmaceutical Association 
shortly to be held, it is sincerely hoped by our executive committee that you 
will urge upon the members of the association continued affiliation with the 
N. A. R. D. This movement which as you know, has for its object the 
betterment of the condition of the drug trade, deserves support at your 
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hands because of the efforts which are being made by the national organiza- 
tion on behalf of the druggists of Ohio as well as of the other states; and 
this work ought to have as strong an endorsement as your association can 
give us. 

** During the two and a half years of our existence as an organization 
all has not been accomplished that was to be desired, but this has been on 
account of the character of the obstacles we have been compelled to remove. 
Gradually these obstacles are lessening in number and size, and it is gratify- 
ing to' state that prices on proprietaries as well as counter goods and 
prescriptions have been restored in scores of places to profitable figures, as 
the direct result of the influence of the National Association, which organi- 
zation is growing rapidly in the good graces of all who desire the advance- 
ment of the interests of the retail drug trade. 

" One indication of the effectiveness of our organization is to be found 
in the success of our recent efforts to repeal the stamp tax on proprietaries. 
At a time when other interests were clamoring for recognition the retail 
drug trade succeeded in gaining an audience with the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House, and the Finance Committee of the Senate, which 
committees had refused to consider the claims of any other class of business 
men. There is no doubt that our organization, if it continues to be well 
supported, will soon become that which it deserves to be, the mouthpiece of 
the entire drug trade of the United States. The financial welfare of our 
fellow druggists demands that this condition be brought as early as possible. 

" The correction of our present discriminating and unjust trade mark 
and patent laws, the elevation of the status of the pharmacists in the service 
of the United States, the prevention of encroachments by the national 
government in supplying medicinal articles of commerce in competition 
with pharmacists, and other questions of national commercial interest are 
engaging the attention of our association, and will be handled in such a way 
as to secure to our people the best possible results. The problem of price 
cutting on proprietaries has up to this time received the greatest share of our 
attention because this is the most serious menace to the financial welfare of 
the average druggist. It is a pleasure to state that all the indications point 
to a gradual but certain improvement in prices on these goods as the result 
of the co-operation (no longer a theory but now an established fact) between 
manufacturers, jobbers and retailers, which our organization has brought 
about. 

'* The Tripartite Plan is so well understood by your members that it is 
needless to discuss it at length in this connection. Since the publication of 
Bulletin No. 9, a copy of which has doubtless been seen by all your mem- 
bers, a number of other proprietors have also adopted this plan and all are 
giving their cordial help toward making our work effective. It may be said 
without the possibility of contradiction, that the only thing now needed to 
make the Tripartite Plan a success, is the vigorous and cordial activity of 
the retail drug trade itself. Inasmuch as retail druggists are to be the bene- 
ficiaries of this work, it would seem that the needed activity ought to be 
forthcoming without delay. 

** Having learned by experience that only through persistent, well 
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directed, personal eflfort can a large number of eflFective local socie- 
ties be formed, the National Association at its last meeting instructed its 
executive committee to send into the various states organizers for this pur- 
pose. Accordingly the committee has organizers in Illinois, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska, and will increase the num- 
ber, sending them into new states as rapidly as is consistent with the best 
interests of the national body. Your state will receive attention at the 
earliest possible moment. If it can be so arranged one of the organizers 
will attend your state meeting in order to confer with your members con- 
cerning the conditions in the various portions of the state, to the end that a 
plan of campaign may be mapped out. 

"At this time the number of state associations activelv identified with our 
movement is 35, the number of local associations is 239 ; the latter are in- 
creasing in number with considerable rapidity, and the character of the new 
associations is such as to insure excellent results for our future work. 

** Price cutting has been entirely stopped in a number of places and the 
conditions are immensely improved in scores of others. As. conspicuous 
examples of many that might be given, I mention one each of the kinds of 
communities we are benefiting. In Berkshire county, Mass., a large and 
populous county, heretofore badly demoralized, prices have been restored to 
full figure as the direct result of our work. As an example of what we have 
accomplished in small cities, Knoxville, Tenn., hitherto one of the worst 
cut rate places in the South, is now getting almost full prices and there is 
no cutting. The secretary of the St. Louis Apothecaries Society recently 
wrote to one of our organizers that Jio,ooo a month had been saved to the 
druggists of that city since the adoption of their schedule, and stated that 
one of the former cutters of St. Louis, a dealer whose methods caused wide- 
spread demoralization, now claims that he is clearing $5.00 a day more than 
under the old regime and is enthusiastic over the success of our methods. 

'*In Minneapolis, Chicago, Cleveland, and even in Cincinnati, better 
prices are being obtained than heretofore, and the N. A. R. D. is credited 
with the change. Especially, is this true in Chicago where the movement 
is looked upon as being a godsend. In this city not only have proprietaries 
advanced, but counter goods and prescription as well. Notwithstanding the 
methods of the department stores full prices on all goods are now being 
obtained by at least a third of the druggists of Chicago. 

**In view of what is here written it is confidently expected we shall 
have the continued affiliation of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association. 
Our executive officers hope that your meeting may be a successful one in 
every respect, and that the coming year may be one of great prosperity 
to our fellow druggists in your state. 

*' On behalf of larger profits and more satisfactory business conditions, 
to which it is hoped the N. A. R. D. may in no small measure contribute, I

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COMPI.AINTS. 

Only one complaint was received, and this was relative to a small 
grocery dealer engaged in business near one of our centers of population in 
which were two representative wholesale drug houses, trying to secure a 
large invoice of staples from a wholesale house in a distant city. 

The matter was taken up and it was found that the party trying to 
receive the goods had been refused the supplies by the local wholesale 
houses as he had never handled patents and was more than likely acting as 
purchasing agent for some cutter.

A communication was received from James M. Good, member of the 
subcommittee of revision of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, asking that a special 
committee be appointed from the Ohio Association, whose duty it should be 
to assist in determining what substances should be omitted from, and what 
should be added that the work would be thoroughly representative of 
advanced science. 

In response to the communication we appointed the following com- 
mittee : (Special): Prof. J. U. Lloyd, Cincinnati; Prof. H. V. Arny, Cleve- 
land; Prof. G. H. Matson, Columbus; Prof. J. H. Beal, Scio. 

DR. CHARLES RICE. 

Not in a decade has the news of the death of a member of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association been received with so universal an expression of 
sorrow and regret as that of Dr. Rice, the chairman of the committee of 
revision of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia. 

Dr. Rice was a man of rare attainments and he has left the impress of 
his personality upon pharmaceutical interests in a manner most vivid and 
lasting. A scholar and linguist of superior ability, he was in every way 
fitted to successfully direct the work of the Pharmacopoeia revision as is so 
well shown iu the Pharmacopoeia of 1880 and 1890, which were issued under 
his personal supervision as chairman of the committee. At the time of his 
death the work of the revision of the Pharmacopoeia for the first decade in 
the new century was well advanced. % 

Dr. Rice was personally known by many members of the O. S. P. A. 
and his personality was such as to impress all with his generous nature as 
well as his superior genius. 

We would earnestly recommend that a committee be appointed to draft 
suitable resolutions and that the same be spread upon our minutes and a 
copy be given the pharmaceutical press for publication. 

WM. PROCTOR, JR. 

It has been proposed that the American Pharmaceutical Association, 
at its fiftieth anniversary in 1902 memorialize the life and work of Prof. 
Proctor in such manner as will honor both him and the cause of pharmacy. 

Prof. Proctor was a pioneer in pharmaceutical research and the com- 
mittee in whose hands the matter was placed by the American Association 
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request, and we would recommend that some action be taken at this meeting 
that our delegates to the St. Louis meeting may be instructed as to the 
wishes of the Ohio organization. 

The communication and printed matter received will be placed in the 
hands of the committee to whom the recommendation may be referred. 

We desire to express our gratitude to the editors and managers of the 
"Midland" for the very great interest manifested in the success of the 
association and the able and earnest efforts made in forwarding our work. 

The druggists of Ohio are to be congratulated on having published in 
our midst a journal, whose columns are always open to the defense of drug 
interests, and whose every effort is in the direction of a jmited stand against 
the many and varied antagonistic forces with which we are being sur- 
rounded. Its columns are filled with matter of personal interest and value 
to every druggist in the state. We desire to acknowledge our fullest appre- 
ciation of the interest it has manifested in the prosperity of the O. S. P. A. 

In conclusion, We trust that the association meeting in this beautiful 
city may prove so successful and our presence so agreeable that the drug- 
gists of Diy ton may be brought closer together and result in a great and 
continuous prosperity for them. 

To each of you who have put aside the cares of business for a few profit- 
able days with your fellow workers, I extend congratulations that your lot 
is cast amidst such pleasant surroundings, and may you return home feeling 
that it was good to have been here, and may you carry home with you new 
ideas and new inspirations, which will result in a greater enjoyment in 
your work, and success most gratifying.

The secretary read the report of the committee on Papers and 
Queries, signed by the chairman, as follows : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PAPERS AND QUERIES. 

lo the President and Members of O. S. P, A : 

Gentlemen : The questions 'which are uppermost in the minds of all 
druggists to-day are so closely related to the struggle for existence, that 
scientific and pharmaceutical investigations have become obsolete things. It 
is exceedingly rare to hear of an active pharmacist conducting an inquiry 
into the nature of an active principle, or the improvement of a process, and 
if perchance he should feel an interest in matters of this kind, his brother 
pharmacists look on him with suspicion. It follows that work of this 
nature, necessary to the advancement of pharmacy, is now carried on almost 
exclusively in the laboratories of pharmaceutical schools, wholesale drug- 
gists and manufacturing pharmacists, and as these investigations require 
much study, time, and frequently considerable outlay of money, to be of 
value, it is required that work of this nature should be given early and wide 
publicity. The comparatively small attendance at our meetings, and the 
small percentage of those who attend who care for these laborious investi- 
gations, has gradually brought about the very natural result of a decline in 
the number of these papers, until it is practically impossible to get any 
more. 

There is however a very wide and useful field that has practically re- 
mained fallow these many years, a field peculiarly adapted to the talent of 
the every-day druggist, and one of extreme importance in the present trans- 
itional state of pharmacy, as aiding to form a basis to determine the future 
path of activity of the druggist* 

In a recent number of the Pharmaceutical Review, the editor calls 
attention to the necessity of collecting materials for a history of pharmacy 
in every state of the union. This is the time to begin work of this kind, while 
there may not exist the temperment for scientific investigation at present. 
In the very discussion of the cut rate problems there must constantly recur 
the statement of facts which led to the present deplorable conditions of 
trade, and lack of great interest in professional questions. A thorough ex- 
position and study of the past will show the things to be done, as well as 
the things to be avoided. An analysis of the relation of the druggist toother 
professional men, as well as his relation to other merchants will enable hint 
to understand his importance to the community as well as undeceive him in 
many of his false notion of the community's relation and debt to himself. 

This matter ought to occupy the time of the future committee on Papers, 
and Queries for several years, and if carefully and judiciously handled 
would bring forth a rich harvest of new materials of great value in settling 
future pharmaceutical conditions and solving the new problems which are 
constantly intruding themselves on the druggist. 

Many methods present themselves for work of this sort, perhaps the- 
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best would be a reporter for each county in the state, and several for each 
large city. Matters of this kind can be readily settled by the committee. 

Your committee desire to heartily thank the following gentlemen for 
papers presented.

COMMITTEE ON HISTORY OF PHARMACY IN OHIO.

The report of the committee on Pharmacy Law was called for^ 
Prof. Beal: (Chairman.) I would say that the committee 
has not had an opportunity to have a meeting, in order to prepare 
a report. The fact that we have not had a session of the legisla- 
ture during the last season has rendered it unnecessary for this 
committee to have any active work to do. It is likely that at the 
next session of the legislature there will be some legislation 
introduced affecting pharmacy. Of course, when that time 
comes, I presume the new committee, whoever it is, will be in 
position to take care of it. If it is possible to get the committee 
together to-day, and there is anything to report, we would like 
to make our report at a subsequent session. 

The President : The committee will be granted further time- 

Mr. Hopp : On that point, first, I am pleased to say that 

our friend. Prof. J. H. Beal, is a candidate for the legislature, 

and he is sure of election. (Applause.) We had a case in 

Cleveland in regard to the law relating to the labeling of poisons- 
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It was tried in the police court, and the defendant was acquitted. 
But on Monday, I think it was of this week, I saw an account of 
it in the paper Tuesday morning, that the family had sued the 
druggist f«»r $5,000 on account of the accident. 

I think, therefore, it would be well for this association to 
take some action to instruct our committee on Pharmacy Law 
next winter, to have that part of the law amended. I think Prof. 
Beal has some idea of an amendment to said law that would 
be a benefit to us, and avoid questions of that kind. 

The chairman of the committee on Unoflficial Formulae read 
the report of the committee, as follows : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON UNOFFICIAL FORMULAE. 

In Convention, Dayton, Ohio, July 17th, 1901. 

Mr, President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

Your Committee on Unofficial Formulae begs to make the following 
report : 

We recommend that the following formulas be submitted to the Com- 
mitte on National Formulary of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
for their adoption in the National Formulary. 

ESSENCE OF PEPSIN. 

Pepsin, scale, i to 3000 . 150 Gm. 

Fresh calves' stomachs 5. 

Fresh orange peel, grated 100. Gm, 

Stronger white wine, N. F. 6750. cc. 

Muscatel Wine 250. cc. 

Syrup 1500. cc. 

Glycerin 400. cc. 

Water, a sufficient quantity to make 10,000. cc. 

Dissolve the pepsin in the glycerin and an equal volume of water. 
Macerate the stomachs in the stronger white wine for three (3) days, then 
drain through a colander. To the drained liquid add the grated orange peel, 
the solution of pepsin, the syrup, the Muscatel wine and the balance of the 
water, and filter through purified powdered pumice, adding a sufficient 
quantity of water through the filter to make the filtrate measure ten thousand 
(10,000) cubic centimeters. 

GENTIAN TONIC. 

Extract of Gentian 10 Gm. 

Fl. Ext. of Taraxacum 50. cc. 

Tincture of Cinnamon 50. cc. 

Tincture of Cardamon 10. cc. 

Phosphoric Acid, U. S. P., 1890 10. cc. 

Glycerin - , 400. cc. 

Sherry wine, a sufficient quantity to make icoo. cc. 

Dissolve the extract in the wine, add the other ingredients and filter. 
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SOI^UTION OF THE HYPOPHOSPHITES COMPOUND, WITHOUT SUGAR. 

Hypophosphite of Calcium 128. Gm. 

** Sodium 32. Gm. 

** Potassium 128. Gm. 

" Iron _ — - 64. Gm. 

" Manganese 32. Gm. 

** Quinine 32. Gm. 

" Strychnine i. Gm. 

Potassium citrate 128. Gm. 

Acid citric 96. Gm. 

Orange flavor __ 475. cc. 

Glycerin 3750. cc. 

Water, a sufficient quantity to make 15,000 cc. 

Dissolve the first three ingredients in seven thousand five hundred 
(7500) cc. of water and filter. Dissolve the other solids in three thousand 
seven hundred and fifty (3750) cc. of water by the aid of a gentle heat, and 
follow this solution through the first filter. Add the glycerin to the 
filtrate and sufficient water through the filter to make 15,000 cc. 

FKI. BOVIS EXSICCATUM. EXSICCATED BEEP GAI,!,. 

Fresh beef gall _^ 5000 cc. 

Magnesia 50. Gm. 

Alcohol, deodorized 1000. cc. 

Evaporate the beef gall on a water bath to a syrupy consistence or about 
1000 cc. Allow to cool and dissolve in the alcohol, using more alcohol if 
necessary to make a thin liquid. Allow to stand in a cool place for three 
days and decant the clear supernatent liquid. Evaporate this alcoholic 
solution on water bath to a thick extract, incorporate the magnesia in this 
extract and continue the heat over the water bath until dry. Allow to cool 
and reduce to a fine powder. Keep in a well closed container. 

QUININE GLYCYRRHIZINS. 

Quinine Sulphate _._ 100 grains or 6.5 Gm. 

Ammoniated Glycyrrhizin 200 grains or 13. Gm. 

Sugar 2CO grains or 13. Gm. 

Cocoa. 500 grains or 32.5 Gm. 

Mix s. a. and compress into one hundred tablets. Each contains one 
(i) grain Quin. Sul. 

Your committee also suggests that the formula of the Compound Syrup 

of the Hypophosphites N, F. be altered by substituting for the tincture of 

Nux Vomica its equivalent in Strychnine, and that the process be changed 

to percolation of the sugar by the filtrate. 

The suggestion is also offered by your committee that the peeled root 

of Glycyrrhiza Glabra be used in preparing Compound Powder of Glycyrrhiza 

and Compound Powder of Morphine, thus insuring a more uniform colored 

powder. 
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Your committee also wishes to call your attention to the preparations 
made from the above formulas and suggestions.

On motion of Mr. Charles Freericks, the report was adopted. 

The President called for the report of the committee on 
Pharmaceutical Education. 

Prof. Kauffman : I simply want to say that I have made an 
honest effort to secure a report of this committee, but I have been 
unable to do so. One member of the committee, Dr. Coblentz, I 
have learned, is in Germany, and of course I could not communi- 
cate with him. A letter addressed to another member of the 
committee, a man by the name of Mayer, was unheard from. 

I however, addressed letters to the several colleges of phar- 
macy, making inquiry concerning the condition of the colleges, 
and I have received very encouraging reports from all of 
them. Without exception, they all reported a very considerable 
strain made for a three year course. I have noticed all of their 
letters, however, and no mention is made of preliminary require- 
ments, in any instance. 

Those of you who were present at the meeting of the associa- 
tion at Put-in-Bay, will remember the paper presented by Prof. 
Feil at that time, in which attention was called to the lack of 
thorough preparation on the part of the students entering our 
colleges of pharmacy, and urging that an effort be made to correct 
that point. And I must say that it is rather discouraging to find 
that our schools are paying very little more attention to that 
important point than heretofore, and I think that is a point which 
this committee in future may take up to advantage. I present 
this merely as my personal report of this committee. 

Mr.W. R. Ogier then read the report of the committee on 
Course of Study in Colleges of Pharmacy, as follows: 

REPORT ON COURSE OF STUDY IN COLLEGES OF PHARMACY. 

Mr. President and Genti^emen : For several years the author of tliis 
report has been chairman of a special committee of this body called a " Com- 
mittee on course of study in colleges of pharmacy." In the year 1895 this 
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■committee was first appointed by order of the association, to which in 1896 
it submitted a report recommending a course of study for Ohio schools of 
pharmacy which should embrace a minimum of one thousand hours of class 
room and laboratory instruction ; that such course should cover a period of 
not less than forty weeks exclusive of intermissions and vacations ; that no 
degree should be conferred by any school of pharmacy upon any student 
whose attendance was under the standard above given ; that no school of 
pharmacy should admit any student as a candidate for a degree except at or 
near the beginning of the regular annual session ; that degrees should not 
be conferred or diplomas granted at any other time than at one annual com- 
mencement day ; that students should not be admitted as candidates for a 
degree unless they could show preparatory English education equal to that 
required for admission to a standard high school or have been granted a 
teacher's certificate by a board of school examiners. This report was adopted 
by the association at its annual meeting in 1896. Since that time this com- 
mittee has done nothing, chiefly, perhaps, because it did not know what 
should be the next step nor when it should be taken. 

For three years the author has been chairman of this committee, and 
during this period is primarily responsible for what it has not done. At the 
meeting of last year he asked to be excused from further service, and failing 
in that, attempted to have the committee abolished or merged into a similar 
standing committee, but with like result. 

He thoughtlessly, but frankly, stated last year that he did not see that 
there was much for the committee to do, and for this unguarded remark was 
twitted by one of our much loved teachers of pharmacy, who is also a 
member of the committee. To this gentleman's credit be it said that he 
did not last year and has not this offered any suggestions to the chairman as 
to the character of a report to be made. 

Let it be understood, therefore, that this is not the report of the com- 
mittee, but of the chairman . Having made none before, this may bs regarded 
as both salutatory and valedictory, for he will not serve longer on this 
committee. 

In order to show that an effort was made to interest the other members 

in a report, a letter was sent each member of the committee residing outside 

of Columbus requesting their assistance, and submits herewith replies received 

thereto : 

Cincinnati, O., April 14, 1901. 
W, R. Ogiety Esq.^ Columbus, O. 

My Dear Sir : — A month has elapsed since receiving yours and yet I 
cannot prevail upon myself to give expression to my thoughts. The ques- 
tion of pharmaceutical education is a very important one and deserves the 
most serious consideration. I am inclined to believe that the pharmacists 
of this state as well as of other states do not give that serious consideration, 
the question deserves. My correspondence in the past discloses this fact. 
The question that daily arises is not one tending to improve pharmacy, but 
on the contrary, one tending to debase pharmacy. Every applicant to a 
phiarmaceutical education believes himself thoroughly qualified to take up 
•the profession. It is not a question of qualification with him ; all he desires 
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is the legal qualification gotten quickly and cheaply, I do not believe that 
associations grasp the situation and hence should not voice requirements. 
Boards of Pharmacy, on the other hand, have the whole situation before 
them. They know the material, its deficiency, the causes and effects pro- 
ducing it, and hence in position to voice requirements that will remedy 
defects. Educational institutions, especially pharmaceutical ones, are for 
many reasons likewise not safe and reliable judges of requirements. I need 
not dwell upon reasons for you know it to be a fact. The Ohio association 
is very fortunate in the selection of the chairman of this committee, but 
the principle is vnrong. Associations cannot and should not dictate the 
educational requirements while Boards of Pharmacy can and should dictate 
to pharmacy teaching institutions the requirements under which degrees 
can be issued. Boards of Pharmacy have the power to enforce the require- 
ments, and this power is the only salvation of true pharmacy.

I cannot see the object 
of such a committee or of a report from a committee. In fact , it seems to 
me that pharmaceutical education has now advanced beyond state pharma- 
ceutical associations and that the problems which arise, of course, will be 
the competing institutions. I am tempted to say that were I in your place 
I should make a report to the effect that the subject of pharmaceutical edu- 
cation is too complex and involves too much responsibility for a committee 
to attempt to voice itself in the matter and that you get no assistance from 
outsiders, thus throwing the subject back upon the society. That is if you 
do not get assistance from outsiders I know of no reason for making a 
report. Let me know if I can be of any use in this or any other subject.

My Dkar Mr. Ogibr : I trust I have not taxed your patience, but I 
have been quite busy of late and could not concentrate my attention upon 
your cordial and interesting inquiry of the r3tli inst. until now. My first 
impression upon the continuance of the standing committee on pharma- 
ceutical education in the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association was much 
like your own ; but it seems the association willed it otherwise, and I pre- 
sume the will of the majority must be respected. In looking over our field 
of usefulness as a committee of the state association on pharmaceutical edu- 
cation — since the association decided to continue this committee contrary to 
our expectation — I might suggest aa topics or suggestions for a report of our 
committee something like the following : 

1. A review or report on Prof. FeiPs excellent paper " The next step,** 
as per proceedings of Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association, 1900. 

2. Attention should be called to the entrance examination required for 
medical colleges in Ohio. 

3. Courses in commercial training and bacteriology are desirable addi- 
tions to the curriculum of schools of pharmacy. 

4. The entrance requirements- for the newly proposed course in the 
Cleveland School of Pharmacy — (a collegiate degree to enter,) 

5. Every school of pharmacy ought to have three completely equipped 
laboratories, viz : chemical, pharmaceutical and microscopical. 

I fear, however, my dear Mr. Ogier, I have already gone beyond my 
limit in making suggessions, and trust you will be enabled to draft a report 
satisfactory to all the schools concerned.

ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS. 

Nominally an entrance requirement is exacted of students by all Ohio 
schools of pharmacy equivalent to the action on this subject by this Asso- 
ciation in 1896. 
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It is my opinion, however, that the majority of students entering the 
schools of this state are not required to show preliminary education equal 
to admission to a standard high school. If admission to one school is easy, 
admission to another is not difficult, for they are competitors. Men are not 
teaching pharmacy from wholly benevolent instincts, nor should they be 
expected to do so. 

Were the writer at the head of one of these schools and competing 
institutions were admitting students regardless of preliminary education, I 
doubt not that the bars to my school would, if necessary be so low, that a 
blind cow could step over them without scratching a hoof. Prof. Fennel 
may have had something like this in mind when he stated that pharmaceu- 
tical education was a question with ^hich associations of pharmacists 
should have little or nothing to do, but that its regulation should be in the 
hands of a body acting under authority of the state with some power to 
enforce its requirements. 

But to what extent a board of pharmacy can regulate instruction in any 
school of pharmacy depends largely upon the support given it in such pro- 
cedure by pharmacists and teachers of pharmacy. In 1896 no such author- 
ity was vested in the Ohio board of pharmacy. Let me caution you that 
action taken by you now would have a deeper significance than that you 
took ^ye years Ago in the matter under discussion, for the pharmacy act of 
1898 gives the board of pharmacy full power to determine what is and what is 
not a good school of pharmacy and that board will, I feel sure, fully carry 
out any recommendations of this association as to what should be the curri- 
culum or entrance requirements which entitle any school to recognition. 

Under this authority the board now recognizes as in good standing all 
Ohio schools and a credit of two years is given graduates from these 
schools on the four years legal requirement for examination as pharmacists. 
Those schools which have a longer course than two years credit is given for 
actual time under instruction as provided in the pharmacy law. Now, if 
you wish to take the next step forward, ertablish an advanced standard for 
admission to the schools of pharmacy and request your board of pharmacy 
to refuse recognition to any school within or without the state that does 
not comply with the requirements. 

In order to show that the board of phs^rmacy has entered the field to 
some extent in the past, I beg to submit some facts culled from the records 
of the last four examinations held by the Ohio board, being those of May 
and October, 1900, and January and May, 1901. 

These are not offered for the purpose of comparison between schools, 
nor to prove the character of the board of examinations, but that you, gen- 
tlemen, may determine whether or not the board is keeping up with advanced 
ideas in the better education of pharmacists and doing its share in stimu- 
lating both students and teachers to more strenuous effort. 

In these four examinations for the grade of pharmacist there were 318 
applicants who were graduates in pharmacy, and of this number the board 
registered 132 and rejected 86. 

These applicants were from the following schools :

Having given you as briefly as possible a few points bearing on this subject 
and leaving untouched for lack of time many of equal importance, I have 
the honor to submit the following recommendations for your consideration : 

Item I. That this association requests the schools of pharmacy located 
in Ohio to require an entrance admission, leading to a degree, of at least 
one year's instruction in a standard high school which should include Latin, 
Algebra and Natural Science. 

Item 2. That this Association reaffirms its position of 1896 that schools 
of pharmacy should have a fixed time for the admission of students who are 
candidates for a degree in pharmacy, which should be at or near the open- 
ing of the school year ; and a definite time when the course leading to the 
conferring a degree shall close. 

Item 3. That the Ohio Board of Pharmacy be, and is hereby requested 
to adopt a rule that after September ist, 1902, it will refuse to recognize as 
in good standing any school of pharmacy, within or without the state of 
Ohio, which fails to require and enforce an entrance qualification equivalent 
to that proposed in Item i, or, that fails to comply with the conditions 
relating to the admission of students and the conferring of degrees in 
pharmacy set forth in Item 2. Respectfully submitted,

It was resolved by the meeting to take up the discussion of 
the recommendations of the report at the present time, Mr. De 
Lang being in the chair. 

Item one of the recommendations being read, Mr. Hopp 
moved its adoption. 

Prof. Beal : I have been waiting, because I am aware of the 
fact that there are a great many here who are much more com- 
petent to discuss a question of this kind than I am. This is a 
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very practical question : practical for the pharmacist, for the 
association, for the schools of pharmacy. And before I discuss 
this particular item, I would like to refer to the body of the 
report as presented by the chairman, Mr. Ogier. 

We have already in existence in the state of Ohio a code of 
regulations regarding admission to schools of pharmacy, regard- 
ing the conduct of those schools of pharmacy, and regarding the 
terms upon which students will be graduated from schools of 
pharmacy in the state of Ohio. I wish to state here that this is 
the most advanced standard of admission and graduation which, 
is in force in any state of the union. Nobody will dispute that. 
There is no other state association in the United States of America, 
which has taken such an advanced and decided standing upon 
this question of admission and graduation as the Ohio State 
Pharmaceutical Association . 

And I wish to state further, that so far as my observation 
has extended, that since the adoption of that code of regulations 
in 1896, that it has been fairly well kept, fairly well observed by 
all the schools in the state of Ohio. As regards the school with 
which I have been connected, I am certain it has been kept, has- 
been followed out rigidly; and not only as to the letter of the 
standard, but in advance of it. 

Nobody is admitted to that school without either an entrance 
examination, or certificates from teachers and boards of schools, 
which show what their standing has been, and when students are 
admitted at any other time than the beginning of the year, they 
are only admitted as special students and only permitted to per- 
form special work, and if they afterward become candidates for 
degrees, they are required to begin at the beginning, and simply 
receive credit for the amount of work they have already done. 

I am as much in favor of advanced pharmaceutical education' 
as anybody, and always have been. But in attempting to adopt 
a resolution of this sort, we must look at the conditions which 
surround us. Who are we going to admit ; who should have 
the right of admission to a school of pharmacy ? There are 
hundreds of small towns in the state of Ohio where young men 
and young women can get instruction in the common branches — 
can get algebra, and more or less of a smattering of the natural 
sciences, such as is found in physical geography, physiology, and 
one or two elementary subjects like that. But there are hundreds- 
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of those places where they have no opportunity to get any 
instruction in Latin whatever. 

Prof. Beal spoke further, to the effect that he thought the 
requirement of Latin unnecessarily harsh, and as driving young 
men and women to surrounding states with less advanced 
requirements. 

Prof. Beal : To bring the subject before the house, I move 
to amend by eliminating one year's Latin from the recommen- 
dation. 

The amendment was accepted by Mr. Hopp, and the recom- 
mendation adopted as amended. 

Items two and three were separately put before the meeting, 
and adopted as presented by Mr. Ogier's report. 

The Secretary read a list of nineteen applications for mem- 
bership, reported by the Executive Committee, which were 
directed to lie over until the next session. 

Prof. Matson : I have no report at this time for the com- 
mittee on Revision of the Pharmacopoeia. 

The President called for the report of delegates to the 
National Wholesale Druggists' Association meeting at Chicago. 

Mr. De Lang : Mr. Byrne has the report on that. He 
went to that convention. 

Mr. Byrne : I have no report to make on that. Is one a 
committee of two ? I suppose every one that had the journals at 
that time knows what was done at that meeting. The principal 
thing was the adoption of a resolution by the retail druggists at 
that meeting, asking the manufacturers to place no contract with 
a newspaper that would advertise a cut-rate store. It was pre- 
sented by the retailers by, I think, chairman HoUiday of the 
executive committee of the N. A. R. D. who was there, and it 
was adopted unanimously by the manufacturers' association. 
Whether they have carried that out or not, I am not able to say; 
but that was the principal thing that was done, and about the 
only thing we could get through for the association. That is 
about all. 

Mr. De Lang : I will state that that recommendation went 
through, was adopted and placed before the proprietors' associa- 
tion, — some of the members made an effort to that effect; whether 
or not the thing was carried through by all of them, I doubt very 
much. 
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Motion is made to adopt the report of the delegates. 

Mr. Hopp : The chairman of the committee stated that he 
didn't know what had been done in compliance with that resolu- 
tion. Mr. Cooper can inform us what has been done in Cleveland. 

Mr. Cooper : I have not anything special in regard to the 
wholesalers' action. I did not hear the remark of the committee 
on that point, but simply wish to say this : that at the national 
meeting, as held in Detroit, the resolution was adopted there that 
a resolution be referred to the proprietors, to the efifect that no 
advertising be placed in a newspaper which advertised cut prices. 

About four months ago, Cleveland went through a siege of 
sensationalism. It was far worse than the mere advertising of 
cut prices, in so far as they took up with the publication of lies, 
fictitious matter aimed at the business of the retail druggist, the 
object being apparent in the published articles to lead the public 
into the belief that a drug store was simply a robbers' den — a 
place of thieves, where a man who went in and asked for Peruna 
who was charged eighty-five cents for it, was simply held up; 
that the place for him to go to buy Peruna and patent medicines, 
was the cut-rate drug store and the department store, who had 
always been his friend, who was in a position to run business on 
a narrow margin of profit, and, in fact, to do it without any profit 
at all. 

Owing to the extreme sensationalism and the very radical 
views that were taken by a Cleveland periodical, we were placed 
in a peculiar dilemma. The public were flocking to the cutter, 
they were going to the department store ; and we saw that the 
only salvation for us, in order to stem the tide of public opinion, 
was to take some radical action with the manufacturers, and gain 
their support. 

I went to the leading men of the country, selecting about 
eighteen of the large manufacturers, and laid the position before 
them, forwarded to them copies of the periodical in question. 

The result of such action was, that within forty-eight hours 
after the receipt by these eighteen manufacturers of the marked 
copies of the Cleveland periodical, over $24,000 worth of patent 
medicine advertisements were cancelled in the same periodical 
alone. $24,000 worth ! (Applause.) 

I wish to say further, that the manufacturers who evidenced 
their sincerity on that proposition at that time, did not stop there: 
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did not simply cancel for the time, but they went further, and 
over $18,000 worth of that $24,000 in advertising has not been 
renewed; and I was assured by the two largest advertising firms 
in the United States, while down in the New York meeting, that 
they intended at no time to renew their advertising in the paper 
who published the scurrilous article. 

That effort did not stop right at that point ; it went a little 
bit further, and to-day I am happy to say that some of our lead- 
ing manufacturers in the United States, owing to the agitation 
pursued by the state and local organizations, have adopted a can- 
cellation clause in all contracts which they make with news- 
papers, which reads something to the following effect : "Sensa- 
tional or other matter appearing in the columns of this paper 
detrimental to our interests, shall operate as a cancellation of this 
coiltracf ; and, gentlemen, I think that is a very wise rule upon 
their part. (Applause.) 

The report of the delegates was thereupon adopted. 

The secretary read the report of the delegates to the meeting 
of the National Retail Druggists' Association at Detroit, as 
follows : 

THE SECOND ANNUAL CONVENTION 

Of the National Association of Retail Druggists Held in Detroit, Mich.; 

Sept. 12, 13, 14, 1900. 

The convention was called to order by President Simon N. Jones, Wed- 
nesday morning, September 12th, 1900, followed by an invocation by the 
Rev. Heinan P. DeForest. 

The Hon. W. C. Maybury, Mayor of Detroit, then addressed the Con- 
vention, and extended a cordial greeting on behalf of the city. In the 
course of his remarks the honorable Mayor showed that he had evidently 
acquainted himself with the present conditions of the retail drug trade of 
this country, and the key* note struck regarding organization, associations, 
etc., was covered in these few words: 

"If you did not come together, and consider, one with another, your 
diflSculties, it would simply mean the blotting out of your business, but by 
coming together, shoulder to shoulder, you will determine where the line of 
your obligation and right begins, and where that of the other fellow ends, 
and you can do it in no other way than by coming shoulder to shoulder and 
standing up for that to which you are justly entitled. The whole world 
shall develop by justice — what is just to you will be just to me." 

Gentlemen, the sentiments brought forward by the Mayor stood out 
very clearly and plainly, showing that the course we were taking would be 
upheld by all fair-minded men. 

The address of welcome was replied to by Mr. Wm. C. Anderson, of 
New York, the present President of the National Association, in fitting 
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terms. Then followed addresses on behalf of state and local associations ; 
on behalf of the Detroit and Wayne County Retail Drug^st Association, by 
President James W. Seely; on behalf of the Michigan State Pharmaceutical 
Association by its president, Mr. Chas. F. Man. Responses were made by 
Messrs. B. E. Pritchard and James C. Perry, of Pennsylvania, Mr. Wm. K. 
Forest, of Illinois, Messrs. L. C. Hopp and A. O. Zwick, of Ohio, and many 
others. 

The spirit of organization was as a unit in the feeling of all the speakers, 
representing many parts of the country, it was very encouraging to see from 
what direction the tidal wave was coming. The allied branches of the trade 
were represented by delegates of their respective associations. The Pro- 
prietary Association of America was represented by Mr. E. C. Witt, of 
Chicago, and Mr. H. L. Kramer, of Indiana. The National Wholesale 
I^ruggists' Association, by James E. Davis, of Michigan. All of these gen- 
tlemen assured the convention of their (and the gentlemen they represented) 
sincere and honest cooperation in our efforts to bring about better condition 
of the retail drug trade, and to redound to the benefit of allied branches. 

President Simon N, Jones' annual address was full of pith and good 
common sense. He said in part that he could truthfully say that there is a 
greater feeling of confidence existing amouug our members, that in many 
portions of the country lull prices have been restored, and that a spirit of 
friendship has been manifested among the three branches of the trade, 
which will in the end, no doubt, solve the many difficulties that have befallen 
the retail trade in times gone by, and which promises in the near future to 
bring us closer together, to the mutual advantage and profit of all concerned. 
Mr. Jones spoke of the committee on national legislation; he cited the im- 
portant matters that they had looked after the most important (at that time) 
being the stamp tax on medicinal articles; to have that tax repealed was 
the greater part of the work. As you all know, this has been accomplished, 
and we can assure you, gentlemen, the work done by the national, state and 
local association to that end was one of the main factors in bringing about 
this relief. 

The committee on trade marks and patents, Mr. Gallagher, of Jersey 
City, chairman, rendered efficient services in this cause, and the constituted 
authorities have been placed in possession of much* valuable information as 
a result of the committee's work. 

The president -then took up the different branches of trade and our re- 
lation toward them. 

Finances, of course, came in for its consideration. 

On organization, Mr. Jones brought out the old Kentucky motto: 
"United we stand; divided we fall," which he claimed to be just as appli- 
cable to the retail trade as to the state. Our strength lies in state and local 
organizations, and to this end every effort that we can command should be 
directed. 

As you well know, Ohio has never been wanting when the line of battle 
was drawn up; so it proved at Detroit. Ohio received the first cheers on 
the floor. When the treasurer's report was read, when state after state was 
called, and the names of the affiliated bodies, with their contributions and 
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•donations were announced, Ohio came out ahead of all in number of asso- 
<:iations and money paid in the treasury, the total amount being over I500.00, 
with 15 associations to its credit, and all in the field; and we will add, with 
plenty good Ohio men on the floor to help push things along. 

If the rank and file will not only have a little more patience, but infuse 
more enthusiasm into the luke warm members of the fraternity, be honest 
with each other, then it will not be long before those who are not honest 
w^ill be made so and the cut rate question will be a thing of the past. 

Ohio was again complimented by the reelection of our most esteemed 
colleague, Mr. Alfred De Lang, a member of the executive committee. 

We have only been able to give you a synopsis of the convention meet- 
ing. To give all we would be compelled to read the annual report which 
we have with us. 

The work done by the executive committee since the annual meeting 
has been very interesting. Complex questions have arisen that would have 
tried the legal knowledge of the proverbial Philadelphia lawyer, but by 
faithful and hard work many of the seemingly insurmountable conditions 
were overcome and agreeably adjusted to all parties concerned. The power 
of the N. A. R. D. has been tested more than once, and invariably has come 
out victorious. Our whole strength lies within our power to keep up a 
strong organization, and to that end we hope you will all put your shoulders 
to the work so nobly begun. 

Before closing we will add that the Detroit druggists did everything in 
i;heir power to make their guests have a pleasant and profitable time.

On motion, the report of the delegates was adopted. 

Mr. Hopp : I think now is the time for this association to 
take some action in regard to endorsing the N. A. R. D. again, 
and I would call on Mr. De I^ang as a member of that executive 
•committee to state the case briefly, and as to what part Ohio has 
been taking in the proceedings this year. 

By motion of the meeting, Mr. De Lang was called on to 
state the work of the N. A. R. D. for the past year. 

Mr. De Lang : Mr. President, and ladies and gentlemen of 
the Ohio State Association. The Ohio association is one of the 
£rst ones, or became one of the organizers — one of the bodies that 
helped organize the National Association in 1898 at St. Louis. 
At that time Ohio at once showed its colors, its power, its 
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willingness to organize, showed that it had men in the field who 
were willing to stand up and make the work progressive from the 
start. Our friend Mr. Hechler, of Cleveland, was elected first 
vice president at the time, and several other gentlemen from Ohio 
were given positions on the board. And within that year, and 
at our first annual convention a year afterwards, at Cincinnatir 
came out as one of the most strongly organized states of the Union 
in behalf of the N. A. R. D. We had in that year placed more 
money into the treasury of the N. A. R. D. and have more affili- 
ated members and associations, county and city organizations, 
than any other state except New York, although we had one 
advantage even over New York, that we have been able to place 
more money in the treasury of the N. A. R. D. than the empire 
state of this country. That, of course, gave us a hold at once 
upon the body. 

Since that, Ohio, in all its largest cities, and also smaller 
towns where local organizations have been established, has shown 
a strength and a willingness to push this work forward, with this 
understanding or with this feeling, that the mother association, 
of all the local associations, was still our state body. And their 
feeling was spoken of yesterday, that there was a lack of interest 
shown in the state organization on account of all these local 
associations taking that interest in the N. A. R. D. that there 
was a fear that the state organization would be left in the back- 
ground. It was something new to me, as Cincinnati, or the 
southwestern part of the state, had had no intention of that kind. 

We look to the state association as the center, as the body 
politic, as the right arm of our local organization, that we must 
foster and keep up, just as truly as we would look to our mother, 
for her arras to reach out to us and embrace us. The point in 
this organization of the N. A. R. D. has been progressive from 
the start. State after state has shown its colors. If the organ- 
izers of the national association who met at St. Louis had had the 
slightest conception of what was before them, I can truly say that 
they would have felt more like going home and saying that they 
were whipped before they ever started in the battle. The gentle- 
men who met at St. I^ouis thought that all that was necessary to 
make the key-note of organization, that it would sweep over this 
country like a hurricane; that all the retail members would fall 
over one another to become members; but it plainly showed 
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within a year the diverse ideas of men. It was not that a man 
was not willing to become a member of an association, and pay 
his little per capita of twenty-five cents at that time, which, I will 
add here, was a great mistake in making it twenty-five cents, 
because it was too cheap: that is the reason they did not go into 
it. If it was $5.00 a year, a great many more would have gone 
into it, because they would have thought that they had an invest- 
ment, just as much as though they had an investment in a gold 
mine that they had never seen. 

Now, the per capita dues of the state association, or all local 
associations, is fifty cents. It is simply nothing, and I am afraid 
to-day, from what knowledge I have of the executive work of the 
committee, that it is too little to bring the work to a successful 
issue, year after year, unless the larger organization is able to 
organize all, and local organizers and state organizers every retail 
druggist of this country. 

We have now over fifty per cent, of the retail druggists of 
this country that are affiliated members of the N. A. R. D. It is 
a representative body, and on that account some men feel that 
they may not be a member, really, of the N. A. R. D. body, but 
that is a mistake. Members have often said, *' Am I really a 
member of the N. A. R. D. when I am a member of the Ohio 
Valley Druggists' Association?" or, ** the Northern Ohio Drug- 
gists* Association." You are; you are a member, as one of the 
arms of the National Association. You have a voice, as the 
representative from your local body, sent as a delegate on the 
floor, showing that you have a voice in all its proceedings. I do 
not wish to say much more in regard to that matter. I felt that 
it was necessary to give a few points clearly defining our position, 
but I feel to-day that I want to bring one point out here in regard 
to the address of the President, bearing a little upon the expease 
of the association, and the dues. 

He claims that the dues of the state association have been so 
increased that a great many have fallen out on account of that 
increase. I differ with that opinion in this respect, because, if 
you get something too cheap, it is no good. We tried that in 
Cincinnati; we had an organization there at one dollar a year. 
We had seventy- five or eighty members; we had to even send out 
a collector and pay him ten per cent, to get the dollar, after the 
first year.

We then organized on the plan of the Northern Ohio Drug- 
gists' Association, with dues of one dollar a month, twelve dollars 
a year, twenty-five gentlemen signing at once to guarantee the 
first six months' payments so that we could engage an organizer. 
And what have we done ? We have taken in over two hundred 
members in the southern part of the state, and the enthusiasm 
that has come out on that line showed that if a man made a 
capital investment, he was willing to follow it up, but if he made 
a small investment, he just as much as said, ** Take my dollar; 
it is all right; I am a member of your association, but that is 
about all I am." But now, when he has invested $12.00 a year, 
there is something to look after; he wants to know what becomes 
of his $12.00 a year. 

In regard to the state association, our dues are only $2. 00 a 
year, except in the initiation fee of a new member. Now, I feel that 
the state association of Ohio should support any national move- 
ment and support our national association. You find in all labor 
organizations and labor unions there are always state organiza- 
tions, national organizations and local organizations, and in that 
respect I invite you to thoroughly consider the advisability of 
keeping the state of Ohio in line with the movement of the N. 
A. R. D. We want you; we need you. We need your support, 
your moral support. 

I can say to day that of the conventions held in the different 
eastern, northern and southern states that most all of them, with 
the exception of one or two southern states that were in debt and 
had no money in the treasury beside, that withdrew from the 
national association, but recommended their local and county 
organizations to step right up and become members and aflfiliate 
themselves as local bodies, on account of the state organization 
being in such bad financial condition. I will mention New York 
state as one of the states that has come forward this time with a 
larger meeting than ever before, more enthusiastic and cordial 
support to the N. A. R. D. than it had ev^er shown before, and 
New York state, gentlemen, was one of the hardest states to 
manage in the first two years of the existence of the N. A. R. D. 

I hope that our state will give the support to the National 
Association which it deserves, and will work hand in hand to the 
betterment of all concerned. I am very much obliged to you. 
(Applause.) 
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Mr. Burkhardt : I move that an order for the regular dues 
of this body in the N. A. R. D. be drawn upon the treasurer for 
the association, and also that we give it our hearty support and 
endorsement. 

Motion carried. 

On invitation of the president Mr. E. R. Cooper then ad- 
dressed the meeting upon the merits and workings of the Wor- 
cester plan to prevent price cutting, as follows : 

Mr. Cooper: I am not a speechmaker, and am not at all 
given to talking outside of my own family. I would prefer, in 
talking about the Worcester plan, or such remarks as I may 
have to make on the Worcester plan, that they be drawn from 
me rather in the form of questions than that I be called upon to 
explain them in an address, because I am not gifted in that 
direction at all. 

I wish, to say as a prelude to any questions that you may 
have to ask on the Worcester plan, that it has at the present time 
the heartiest endorsement of the parent company, or the parent 
association, to which you have just given your approval, namely, 
the national body. 

At the meeting of the Proprietary Association, which I had 
the pleasure of attending in New York, I heard the remark there 
made by Mr. Kramer, one of the officers of the Proprietary Asso- 
ciation, wherein he stated : "Gentlemen, retailers; bring us the 
key to the cut-rate question and we, the proprietors, will be the 
first to insert that key in the key-hole and lock the door against 
the cutters.*' I wish to say, gentlemen, that the Worcester plan,, 
backed by the N. A. R. D., aflFords you that key. It is with the 
retailers of the country to-day to place that key in the hands of 
the manufacturers and show them that you intend to have that 
key used. 

You will find many proprietors who are in sympathy with 
you, who are in sympathy with the establishment of prices, who 
believe in the maintenance of conditions that will operate to the 
benefit ot the retail trade; and you will find others, gentlemen, 
that are very slow about doing anything. Perhaps you will find^ 
when the time comes, that there are more proprietors who will 
hang back and wait to see what the other man is going to do; 
perhaps you will find ten to one that will occupy that position* 
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where you find one who will come forward and say, ** Yes, gen- 
tlemen, our firm will assume the initiative; we will adopt this 
measure that you bring to us/' 

The reason is why ? Manufacturers as well as retailers have, 
from time to time, been confronted with various conditions which 
were put forward to them as being a solution of cut-rate and other 
departmental conditions. The tri-partite plan was the last one 
that was brought out. The tri-partite plan is to-day perhaps one 
of the best means that we have, and that we have ever had, for 
welding the various conditions of the manufacturer, wholesaler 
and retailer. But it has been simply a means to an end; it has 
been simply the means that has led up to something that is to-day 
a positive fact, namely, the fact that a contract at law can be 
enforced. And when you want to control a cutter, when you 
want to control adverse conditions, you must go further than 
merely moral suasion. You cannot compel any man to be honest 
by merely going out and talking to him. That, as I stated in the 
proprietary meeting, is only good in the pulpit; it does in Y. M. 
C. A. rooms. 

If you were to take a man who lived down in the tenderloin 
section somewhere, a professional thug, and say to him, '* If you 
break into my store, Mr. Jones, your opportunities for reaching 
a higher life are not very good,*' he is very likely to laugh at you. 
But you say to this Mr. Thug, *' Break into my store at your 
peril and I will place you in the penitentiary," and he hesitates. 

That is what the Worcester plan is. The Worcester plan 
simply gives to the manufacturer, it gives to the retailer, a power 
to enforce the conditions to maintain prices. 

You are all, perhaps as familiar with the Worcester plan as I 
am. I will not say all, because, from the questions that have 
been asked me since I have been here, undoubtedly there are 
some who have not had the time to give it the attention it might 
deserve, but let me illustrate what the Worcester plan does, and 
you can judge if it does not give you the weapon that I have out- 
lined. 

Suppose I am the representative of the John Jones Manufac- 
turing Co. We are placing on the market a sarsaparilla, or any 
other preparation. I come into Mr. De I^ang's store, who is a 
retailer, and I say, **Mr. De Lang, I am representing John 
Jones' sarsaparilla; we are putting it on the market; we are 
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advertising it in the newspapers; we have our bill-boards out, and 
we are selling it at such a price, and we would like to have you 
put it in stock." He says, ** Yes, I have had calls for it from 
time to time; what are your rates?*' And we give him our rates. 
** All right, Mr. Cooper; you may send us a dozen, or half a 
dozen.*' I write down his order in my order book; when I go to 
the hotel at night I send that order in to my house, the John 
Jones Manfg. Co., or I send it in to the local jobber, whichever 
the case may be. Those goods are shipped to Mr. De Lang, the 
same as in the ordinary line of business. The only variation that 
is made is, when the invoice or the bill of sale is sent to him, at 
the head of that is a small notice to the effect that John Jones 
sarsaparilla is sold with the restriction that it shall be retailed at 
the price which we have established for it, and that if this condi- 
tion is not agreed to, the purchaser has the right to return it to 
the manufacturer. 

Now, gentlemen, there is a point of law that simply means 
this : That if Mr. De Lang, after having received those goods, 
sends me, the manufacturer, or the local jobber, a remittance for 
the amount due, the fact of his having sent me that check con- 
stitutes an acceptance, not only of those goods but of the condi- 
tions under which they were sold ; and in the eyes of the common 
law, gentlemen, the manufacturer, or his appointed agent, has 
the right to enforce those conditions, either by the collection of 
damages or, in case of the continued violation of the sale, by the 
issuance of an injunction from a court of law. 

You see where it places the conditions. It gets it away from 
the fact of your having to go out and get your retailers' drug 
association to live up to a certain scale of prices. It gets it out 
of their hands and places it where they are obliged to live up to 
the conditions that are established by the manufacturer. 

Gentlemen, do not for one moment think that I in any sense 
do not believe in the tri-partite plan, because, as I said before, it 
has been the means to an end. Mr. Jones, of the Ohio Valley 
Association, has no doubt told you that the National Association 
sends out every fifteen days from Chicago a list giving the names 
of every cutter in every city and state in the Union. This list is 
placed in the hands of the manufacturers and jobbers of the 
country, designating those who are adverse to our interests. 
That original list is followed by a supplemental list, so that every 
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fifteen days every manufacturer and jobber is notified as to who are 
cutters. But that does not stop cutting. That simply offers a 
means of preventing it. You cannot stop it with a list, but you 
can prevent it in a great measure, and I want to say that right 
on the shores of old Lake Erie we have perhaps as tangible evi- 
dence of the force which that little list wielded as could be 
afforded. We had a man who made chaos of our operations, and 
within a very few days half dozen other men were perfectly will- 
ing to jump in and take his shoes and go right along, but when 
they were confronted with the fact of what it meant to be placed 
on this list it caused them to pause and think. 

But you have got to go further than to make a man pause 
and think. You have got to make him stop and change his 
tracks. That is what the Worcester plan does. Under the Wor- 
cester plan the goods may not only be sold by the manufacturer 
direct, but they may also be sold by the jobber. Suppose they 
are sold by the jobbers. On the jobber's invoices, as used down 
in Massachusetts, there is a little notice which states as follows : 

Notice. — The proprietary goods named on the reverse side of this 
invoice are sold subject to the restrictions that they shall not be retailed for 
less than the prices fixed by the manufacturers. The acceptance of said 
goods is an assent to the conditions of sale, and an agreement directly with 
the manufacturers to sell at the prices fixed by them. 

The said goods are returnable if the conditions of sale are not agreed to. 
Frequently, jobbers send out several items on one bill, maybe 
salt petre, borax, together with a half dozen Perulia or something, 
and all price protected goods are entered on the back of the 
invoice or bill. The notice on the front referring to the items 
that are mentioned on the back. In the case of goods shipped by 
the manufacturer, where all his goods are protected, the goods 
referring to the back is not necessary. 

On the Worcester plan, gentlemen, we must look ahead a 
little bit. We must look to that point where there is going ta 
come a time when we will have to get the proprietary manufac- 
turers to look into it, and adopt it and use it. All the resolutions 
that we can pass do not amount to very much, unless they are 
put in operation. I find from experience that that is one of the 
great troubles which the retailer has, the fact that he does not 
confront the conditions as they arise and handle them squarely. 
He will pass a resolution adopting it, and that resolution goes 
echoing down the ages, just simply because it is an echo. 
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We are too much like the ostrich : we pass a resolution and 
hide our heads under that resolution, and let it go at that. To 
make the Worcester plan a success, you must use the means 
whereby the manufacturers can be induced to use that plan. 
I have a resolution which I would wish to submit to this associa- 
tion, bearing upon how we are going to submit that plan to the 
proprietors, how we are going to get them to adopt it, but before 
doing that, with the permission of the chairman, I would like to 
make a recommendation to this association, bearing on the 
Worcester plan. That it be incorporated by this association as a 
part of the N. A. R. D.; that we recommend it to the N. A. R. 
D.; that we recommend the N. A. R. D. to present it to the 
retailers, because the mouthpiece we have is through the N. A. 
R. D. We have got to stand by the N. A. R. D. We have got 
to get them to speak for us, and unless we endorse the plans the 
N. A. R. D. cannot be our mouthpiece, because they will not 
know what we have to say. So I beg leave to offer two papers 
on that point. 

One of them is a communication from the Northern Ohio 
Druggists' Association, which association I have the honor of 
representing here to-day, and reads as follows: 

** Whereas, The Worcester Price Protective Plan has received the 
unqualified endorsement of this association as being an undoubted means 
for protecting drug interests, and 

** Whereas, It is believed that a most urgent necessity exists for pro- 
prietary manufacturers to adopt protective measures that can be enforced 
against aggressive cutting, and 

'* Whereas, The Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association holds its 
next annual meeting in Dayton, July i6th, 17th and i8th, [901. 

** Now, therefore, it is the sense of this association, and it is hereby 
resolved, that our organizer, Mr. E. R. Cooper, be instructed to personally 
petition the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association for and in our behalf, to 
the end that they consider the advisability of endorsing the so-called 
' Worcester Price Protective Plan.' 

" Northern Ohio Druggist Association." 

This, gentlemen, is the resolution which we would respect- 
fully submit to your consideration, bearing on the Worcester 
plan : 

Whereas, every manufacturer of proprietary medicine has a moral and 
legal right to sell such medicine with price restrictive conditions of sale,, 
and to enforce the conditions at law, when due notice thereof has been 
given to the purchaser ; and whereas, a manufacturer has a right ** to join 
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with others in similar need to accomplish that which would be too burden- 
some, expensive or impracticable to achieve alone, and without which 
concert his power to fix the price of his own product would be barren of 
good results ; *' and whereas, reciprocity of action rightfully used tends to 
promote and enlarge the sphere of trade, therefore, 

Resolved, that we request the executive committee of the N. A. R. D. 
to make a Price Protective Policy a stated topic for consideration at the 
October meeting of the N. A. R. D. ; that ample time be allowed for that 
purpose ; that arrangements be made for a definite proposition, such as will 
commend itself to the proprietors that favor price protection ; that proprie- 
tors be invited to attend and participate in the consideration of said policy, 
with a view to accepting the same and co-operating with the N. A. R. D. in 
making it operative as a part of the N. A. R. D. plan. 

Resolved, that since the Price Protective Policy, known as the Worcester 
plan has been proven sound in law by court decisions, we insist that in the 
interest of the retailer this plan be acted upon at the above meeting and 
incorporated as a condition required by proprietors of the N. A. R. D. 

That resolution, in substance, if not in toto, has been adopted 
by Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Maine, all the New 
England states, New York, and, I am just informed this morning, 
by the state of Kentucky. I am not positive on the state of 
Kentucky, however. 

On this subject I have a second resolution which would per- 
haps be out of place were this first one not acted upon , and if I 
may claim your indulgence I would ask that consideration be 
given to the proposed resolution which I have just read. 

The President : It will be necessary, in presenting this to 
the Association as a resolution, that it emanate from some mem- 
ber of the Association. 

Mr. Hopp : I will present the resolution. 

Seconded my Mr. Freericks. Motion carried. 

Mr. Cooper : Before proceeding to another resolution, which 
I hope to have the pleasure of presenting to you, I would ask if 
there are any explanations which I can give of such remarks as 
I may have made bearing on this subject. Any questions which 
I can answer ? There being none, I would say this : That it 
seems to me after looking over the conditions, that in order to 
secure the result we must, in our future deliberations with manu- 
facturers, consider them as to how they will treat their goods in 
placing them in the hands of the retailers. In other words, the 
main plank in the platform of the N. A. R. D. would seem to be 
the platform of protection. 
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To this end, in a conversation which I had last evening with 
the organizer of the Ohio Valley Association, I stated that the 
Northern Ohio Druggists' Association had recommended to their 
Board of Control the use of a triplicate form of salesman's card, 
the same to be issued on the basis of the object for which they are 
granted, namely, a designating color to be issued to such articles 
as were sold, which were unprotected under any basis or form 
whatsoever, either triplicate plan or otherwise. A certain desig- 
nating color to be issued to such as were protected by the tri- 
partite plan : and capping the entire issue, a certificate or desig- 
nating card to be issued to such as were absolutely protected by 
the Worcester plan. 

And, gentlemen, I believe that in your deliberations which 
are held in your different communities and local associations, that 
the platform of protection and reciprocity would be one issue 
probably as important as anything you could consider, and 
granting to such firms as protect their goods a proper means of 
support. 

In bringing the Worcester plan to the attention of the manu- 
facturers, we must bear in mind that the retailers of the country 
have perhaps as big a weapon to meet any adverse conditions 
with as manufacturers may display indifference on their part 
towards the retailer. That weapon is the weapon of so-called 
substitution. It is a weapon that has been wielded right and left. 

It is one of the greatest cries that the manufacturers are 
making to-day, that the retailers of the country do not sell their 
articles when they are called for. And why ? Why is it ? I 
wish to show you, on that point, some quotations from a few 
prices that prevailed in the town of Toledo. In June they were 
selling Peruna at 46 cents ; Pierce's Prescription and Discovery 
at 55 cents ; Swamp Root, 55 cents ; Greene's Nervura, 62 cents ; 
Hood's Sarsaparilla, 60 cents; Belladonna Plasters, 3 cents; 
Strengthening Plasters, 2 cents. 

Now, in the face of Peruna at 46 cents, is it any wonder 
that the retailers will practice so-called substitution? It is a 
common sense proposition that a man has got to use something to 
protect himself; and a man would be a fool who, when a cus- 
tomer came in and called for Peruna, which was selling at 46 
cents, if he didn't make some effort to show the customer the 
error of his ways. 
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The manufacturers claim to-day that over thirty per cent, of 
the advertising which they place in the newspapers is wasted 
through that means. If the manufacturer is so afraid of substi- 
tution, does that not give us a hint of the fact that we have an 
opening with such manufacturers as have in them a spark of 
loyalty — as have in them more than the mere ** jolly '* which so 
many love to give the retailers, ** Yes, we are with you," but 
that have in them the evidence to protect us. 

It seems to me that it behooves the retailers of the country 
to get together and prepare a memorial, such as may be placed in 
the hands of the proprietary manufacturers, and also such as 
may be presented at the proposed fall conference of manufacturers, 
jobbers and retailers which it is intended shall be held this 
autumn in Massachusetts. Let that memorial be an expression of 
sentiments somewhat to the following effect. I submit this as a 
contemplated proposition at the present time : 

Whereas, an expression of our sentiments in behalf of price-protected 
goods is deemed essential, and 

Whereas, the retail drug trade would be benefited without injustice to 
any one by price enforcement under the Worcester plan ; 

Now, therefore, the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association does hereby 
endorse said plan, and as a further expression of our interest and as an 
incentive to manufacturers of proprietary goods to adopt it, do urge our 
members to give preferential consideration to the goods of manufacturers 
that are sold under said plan, whenever they can do so without injustice to 
any other goods or discrimination against their own. 

That is fair, gentlemen. If the manufacturer inclined that 
way he would not hesitate to place his goods upon the price-pro- 
tected plan, and save that thirty per cent, of advertising which 
to-day he is wasting. 

This is the resolution which, with the sanction of the Presi- 
dent, I hope will be adopted, and if adopted I trust that every 
member present at this meeting will favor it with their personal 
signature, so that copies of this may be photographed, fac simile 
copies made and forwarded, as I designated a minute ago. Now, 
listen gentlemen, because if this adopted, I am going to submit it 
to each one individually: 

" Whereas, The retail drug trade would be benefited without 
injustice to any one by price enforcement under the Worcester plan; now, 
therefore, the undersigned do hereby endorse said plan, and as a further 
expression of our interest and as an incentive to manufacturers of proprietary 
goods to adopt it, do promise to give preferential consideration to the goods 
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of manufacturers- that are sold under said plan, whenever we can do so 
without injustice to any other goods or discrimination against our own. 
And we promise to sell the price-protected goods whenever called for by 
name, without effort to sell our own or to sell them in place of such price - 
protected goods." 

This is not simply a resolution passed in the state meeting, 
but it is a personal promise from each individual retailer to the 
manufacturer. 

The President : As in the case of the previous resolution, it 
will be necessary for some one to present it. 

Motion was made, duly seconded and carried, that the reso- 
lution be adopted. 

Mr. Cooper : Just another minute. That having been 
adopted, with your consent, Mr. President, I would submit for 
your consideration the following resolution : 

Resolved, that the Secretary of this Association be instructed to for- 
ward the adopted resolution to one or more members of this Association -in 
each Ohio town, with request that they obtain druggist signatures thereto. 
And, resolved, that all signatures so secured be returned to the Secretary 
of this Association and embodied in fac-simile memorial to proprietary 
manufacturers, as also for presentation at the proposed Massachusetts fall 
conference. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp, duly seconded, the last resolution 
was adopted. 

Mr. Cooper ; The only thing that I can do at the present 
time is to thank you for the courtesy that you have extended to 
the Worcester plan. By so doing, gentlemen, I believe that you 
have sown seed of the most rugged tree that can possibly spring 
from the ground of the N. A. R. D. And I wish to ask the 
courtesy of the President that I have an opportunity while this 
meeting is in session, or before the members disperse, or before 
the general meeting of the State Association breaks up, of having 
this resolution which you have just adopted, signed by the mem- 
bers who are here, and that opportunity will be afforded of having 
it placed upon your table so that signatures may be secured. I 
thank you, gentlemen. (Applause.) 

Mr. Freericks : The association has requested us to extend 
the privilege of the floor by resolution to the organizer of the 
Ohio Valley Druggists' Association. If the time is opportune 
now, I would request that he be given an opportunity to be 
heard. 
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The President : If there is no objection, that courtesy will 
be extended at this time. Mr. Jones, of the Ohio Valley Associ- 
ation. 

SPEECH DELIVERED AT THE ANNUAL MEETING 

of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association* Jnly 1 7. 1901 , by Charles Her- 
bert Jones, Esq , organizer of the Ohio Valley Druggists' 
Association, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

It is on two occasions only that I feel any regret at not being a druggist; 
one is such an occasion as this, when the cream of your profession is 
gathered together for business and social purposes, and the other is when I 
stand in your enticing stores and see a vast amount of our circulating medium 
disappearing into your capacious coffers. I was not born a druggist, and 
somehow my education since has not been of a character to develop me 
into one, but I am beginning to feel that I had better look well to my sur- 
roundings and connections, for it would certainly be dangerous to disregard 
the influence that environment has upon one. I had often heard it said that 
the profession I chose was not so dissimilar to yours, the only diflference 
being that the class to which I belong has the reputation of being engaged 
in legally *^ holding up" the public. But it would seem to me, if I have 
anything like a proper conception of the matter, that my class only assumes 
the burdens of a few unfortunates who unwarily fall into our meshes, while 
the apothecary holds up his entire community without regard to race, color 
or previous condition of servitude. However, since my advent into the drug 
business, or rather the druggists' business, I have come to believe that the 
great advantages the druggists have been supposed to enjoy are largely exag- 
gerated. Indeed, instead of the Augustus who lays tribute upon the whole 
world, I find the druggist to be a mere servant of the people, and an under- 
paid one frequently at that. Instead of large and magnificent landed estates 
to leisurely roam over, I have generally found modest apartments, just large 
enough to meet the bare necessities, located near the workshop, and these 
knowing their masters but a few hours out of the twenty-four ; instead of a 
position of ease, with servants running at his beckon to meet the whimsical 
demands of luxuriousness, I find him coatless and hatless and with disheveled 
hair performing all manner of service down to the most menial and unde- 
sirable ; and instead of the few hours daily that the wealthy and cultured 
devote to business merely for a salutary effect upon the mind, I find a man 
overwhelmed with laborious duties and unceasing cares for such extended 
periods that the only wonder is that the great strain does not reduce the 
mind to a blank and leave its owner a helpless public charge. 

It is true that there are druggists and druggists, as well as there are stars 
and stars ; some will have that degree of enterprise, cleverness and practi- 
cability that overcome all obstacles, while others, lacking in these qualities, 
must fail. Some time ago, a gentleman remarked that a druggist who failed 
of success was not entitled to sympathy. I do not know his definition of 
the word success, but at any rate his observation was an extreme one and 
too harsh. It is true that some men in the drug business fail ; and so do 
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men in other lines of business. Sometimes it is not the fault of the man, 
but it is due to circumstances over which the man cannot have control. 

What we are interested in, however, is not the equal distribution of talent 
or tact, but the betterment of conditions which every druggist must face 
and the elevation of the business to a plane where the average man — the 
man who has a fair degree of brain, industry and conscience, can make a 
comfortable living and provide something known as the * * yellow sear of life. ' * 

I have often heard it said, and so have you, that the ** cut rate " evil, 
the bane of the druggist's life, is the child of the retailer, and indeed he is 
asked to acknowledge it without any question. 

It may be that the charge is a proper one and that he has been guilty of 
errors and indiscretion in the past. But he is told that he must remedy the 
evil or grow accustomed to it, live with it and maintain it. This is said 
without regard to any consideration of his ability for the task. Equity does 
not presume to compel the specific performance of an impossibility, and 
indeed we do not always look to the origin or source of trouble or mistake 
for its remedy or correction. If we did, we should be compelled to ask 
Adam and Eve to purge the world of sin and to restore lost happiness ; or 
perhaps we should be obliged to resort to the Old Serpent who it was that 
brought death into the world and all our woe. It would be capital if we 
could make Satan bear all of our infirmities, and' it would certainly be just 
and equitable if we could compel the '*cut rate" angels to shoulder and 
enjoy the chaos they have produced. But this is not the order of things, 
and man has been charged to go into the highways and byways to preach the 
gospel of light and. truth- and bring every creature within its saving grace. 
We have maintained that the ability to apply a remedy lay with the manu- 
facturers, and the courts of the country, in a long line of decisions, have 
confirmed our contention. They have declared in no uncertain tones that 
the proprietary manufacturers of special preparations not classified among 
the necessities of life, have the absolute control over their products. The 
Worcester plan, which has been so clearly and eloquently explained to you 
by Mr. Cooper, is the principle carried to its logical conclusion, that in order 
to establish such conditions as the manufacturer desires with reference to the 
disposition of his goods it is not necessary to resort to a written contract. 
Of its feasibility and legality there is no question, and it now remains for 
the manufacturers to adopt and enforce it, and thus relegate the words " cut 
rate," more hideous than any nightmare, to the peacefulness of merciful 
oblivion, and if any vestige of it should remain in the form of memory, it 
will serve only as a monument to a few ill-becoming natures that sought an . 
undue advantage at the expense of their fellow men. 

Under the present commercial and industrial system wo have grown 
accustomed to see men looking sharply to their own interests without 
regard to the rights of others ; indeed we sometimes question if it has not 
become a virtue to do so. We have no quarrel with the manufacturers for 
waxing rich and great in the business in which they are engaged. But the 
retailer has more or less to do with that same business, and he has contrib- 
uted his labor and personality to make that business a success, and the only, 
question is whether he has enjoyed his full share of the product of his labor. 
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If not, is he not entitled to it ? Suppose he has waived it in the past, that 
concerns only the past and that fact does not stop him from demanding its 
enjoyment in the future. You are advertiser and distributor for the manu- 
facturer. You devote your valuable space for advertising purposes, you 
contribute your labor as distributor »rd you lend your personality and your 
reputation for truth and veracity and honesty to help sell the goods of men 
3''0u never saw and goods you know very little about. It is all right if, for 
the value you give, you get an adequate consideration in return. If so, it is 
right; if not, it is wrong. We would not want the manufacturers to take 
any step that is not just and equitable. It is universally admitted that the 
"cut rate" evil is injurious to the retail druggist, and the manufacturers 
themselves admit that it is injurious to them, that it tends to throw dis- 
credit upon their products and bring them into disrepute and eventually 
hurt the sale of them. But they are not asked to bear the full burden of a 
departure from old methods, but merely asked to co-operate in the effort to 
bring about better conditions that must necessarily result beneficially to 
them as well as to us. Why if the product of any manufacturer must be 
sold without profit, is it not reasonable to suppose that whenever possible 
it will be cast aside and preference given to that which does afford a fair 
profit? Remove the incentive to substitution and you remove the thing 
itself. Some ninety odd manufacturers have said, '* We are in sympathy 
with your effort to extirpate cut rates and are willing and anxious to do all 
we can to assist you." With the present conditions, although very great 
good has been accomplished and many of these manufacturers have made 
a sacrifice to carry out their agreements, yet it is difficult and almost im- 
possible to ascertain with absolute certainty the degree of their sincerity 
and honesty. It is about time that we should know, and a system that 
reduces the matter to a certainty has accomplished wonders without going 
any further. If a thing is presented to a man guaranteed to do exactly 
what he says he wants done, he is neither sincere nor honest if he refuses 
it. The socialistic reformer will tell you that if you will but remove the 
existing environment of men, you need not change their nature to make 
them better or worse, that if the fear of want and the lust for gain be 
removed you will find men loving and sympathetic where before they were 
cold, selfish and cruel. We do not strive to change the conditions so that 
the hearts of men shall contain nothing but the milk of human kindness, 
'but we do want to remove the temptation from manufacturer, wholesaler 
and retailer, to take away the incentive for lying and deception and to 
reduce the matter to a business basis, where we shall know what every man 
is doing and have the means of compelling him to do what is right. This 
applies just as strongly to the retailer as to the others, for in much of the 
deception and nefarious conduct he has played an important part. There 
are some retailers who will sell their reputation and their honor for a very 
small price — men like Ksau who will barter away their birthright for a tem- 
porary enjoyment for a mess of pottage. These are the most despicable of 
all — traitors to their cause ; enemies of their fellow men, and not worthy of 
sympathy or respect. 

Someone has suggested that if we reduce the whole matter to a legal 
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^basis, that even then it would not afford us absolute security. We admit, 
that there are but few things in this world that can be counted on as sure. 
He who violates the laws of nature must expect to pay the penalty, that is 
<:ertain, and while the laws of man may be evaded or violated, the fault is 
not that of the laws but of him whose duty it is to enforce them. But any 
■existing law that is constitutional can be enforced if a sufficient number of 
people really want to see it enforced. A legal basis is the only one that is 
reasonably sure. There are laws against theft, but it is argued that some 
men will steal, and so they will, but because some men do steal in spite of 
the law and are willing to take chances on suffering the penalties, is that 
any substantial reason why all the laws against theft should be repealed ? 
X dare say that if this were done, your love for this country would soon be 
on the wane and your patriotism would fade like a desert flower. If the 
repeal of laws can produce chaos, then sir, the enforcement of adequate 
laws can bring peace and order out of chaos. 

Three years ago, as an answer to an appeal for the adjustment of griev- 
ances, we were told to go home and. organize and that we would be consid- 
ered. We have organized and have accomplished much good. The N. A. 
R. D. and its affiliated bodies are to-day looked upon as a power in the land. 
That fact v*ras amply demonstrated recently at the time of the repeal of the 
War Revenue Tax, and it is being demonstrated daily in different localities 
by the establishment of better conditions in the drug trade. Everything so 
far accomplished has been the work of organized druggists, not individual 
druggists. It is the strength of united, systematic effort, that tells in the 
battle, and not the impotent wail of isolation and division. The spirit of 
organization is now sweeping over this country like a tidal wave, because 
men are coming to feel that the many can accomplish what to the few 
would be an impossibility. They know that inactivity means impotence 
and retrogression, while organization means enterprise and progress and the 
securing of that which is proper and just. We must continue our work of 
organization until we arrive at that degree of strength and importance 
where we can speak for the whole legitimate retail drug trade of the 
country, and our voice will be heard. We ask you to co-operate with us in 
this great movement upon the principle that all those who will be benefited 
thereby should contribute their mite toward the labor that must necessarily 
be bestowed and the expense that must necessarily be incurred. We need 
numerical strength as well as financial strength. There are quite a number 
of associations in Ohio, the largest being the Northern Ohio Druggist Asso- 
ciation at Cleveland, and the Ohio Valley Druggists' Association at Cincin- 
nati. The N. O. D. A. is a powerful organization, with Mr. E. R. Cooper, 
an able and progressive man at its head, and back of him are other able 
men. The O. V. D. A. is also a splendid organization, with a very efficient 
board of control and very enthusiastic members. I believe that it is of the 
highest importance to all druggists in the state of Ohio, if not throughout 
the whole country, that these two associations should go on increasing in 
strength and effectiveness. I believe that every druggist in the northern 
part of the state should become a member of the N. O. D. A. You can help 
them and they can protect you. And I also believe that every druggist in 
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southern Ohio will be advancing his own cause and that of his fellow 
druggists by joining the O. V. D. A. It is these large affiliated bodies that 
are transforming the N. A. R. D. from a thin line of battle, weak and 
vacillating, into a strong, invincible army that will sweep away all opposi- 
tion from its path to victory. Now is the time to take advantage of what 
the courts have declared to be a fundamental principle, and see that it is 
given universal application ; to take advantage of the spirit of organization 
that is astir in the land ; and to take advantage of our own strength to 
restore the profession to its time-honored place, that you may reap the 
rewards that you have merited, but which have been so long denied you. 
This is a matter that affects you vitally in your business, in your home, in 
your happiness, and you cannot afford to remain indifferent and inactive. 
You have a work to perform ; it is to uplift, not to pull down ; it is to build, 
not to destroy. And let no one for any fancied grievance of his own, 
trample upon that which is built. Let him not in his unbridled rage, like 
some blind Sampson unmindful of his own welfare and that of others, grasp 
the pillars of our magnificent structure, N. A. R. D., built by the earnest 
efforts of honest hands, and attempt to pull it down to destruction and ruin. 
Let us work in unison, each one doing what he honestly can and everything 
that savors of a difficulty will disappear as the mist disappears before the 
morning sun. 

(Applause.) 

Mr. John Weyer then presented the annual report of the 

Retail Druggists' Insurance Association, as follows: 

REPORT OF THE RETAIL DRUGGISTS' INSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 

Mr, President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

Since the O. S. P. A. has usually met, each year, during the month of 
June, our report has always embraced the twelve months preceding and end- 
ing with the 31st day of May ; and while we might have covered thirteen 
months in this report, we finally, after considerable deliberation, concluded 
to have it cover only twelve months, ending with the 31st of May, 1901, 
The secretary therefore begs leave to submit the following, which is almost 
wholly in statistical form, allowing the members, or those interested, the 
opportunity to study the facts and arrive at their own conclusions :

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There is now only about 1 2 per cent, of our insurance in towns without 
water works, and reasonably good fire protection, and of that amount, 
nearly all is so situated as to surrounding conditions, that it must be consid- 
ered good or fairly good. 

We are carrying a little more on household goods at the present time 
than heretofore, but have always carried some of that class of risk. It 
amounts now to about {23,000 on a membership basis of an average of about 
50 cents on the |ioo.

On motion of a member, duly seconded, the report was 
received and ordered published in the proceedings. 

Mr. Weyer : I have one statement that I wish to make. 

Mr. President : I have just one thing I want to say, which I did not 
desire to embody in this report — it is this : Last year, and the year before, 
your committee on insurance made very good and favprable reports, but in 
each of these reports was embodied a suggestion regarding the method of 
electing directors for the insurance association by proxy. I only wish to say 
that that question was very carefully considered before the adoption of our 
by-laws, and no other method suggested itself by which all the members 
conld have a voice. The voting is done both in person and by proxy — the 
same as in all corporations. The president appoints a nominating committee 
of five members, representing different sections of the state ; that committee 
makes the ticket containing 14 names, double the number to be voted for 
as directors That ticket, together with a blank proxy and notice of elec- 
tion, is mailed to each member about ten days previous to the annual meet- 
ing. Bach member, if he cannot vote in person, can give his proxy to whom 
he pleases, with his ticket prepared for voting, or he can mail it to the office, 
making any one of the officers his proxy, who turns it over to the election 
committee which has been appointed by the president to conduct the election. 
The secretary has always pledged himself each year to vote the tickets as 
sent in by the members when the proper number of names are erased, or 
marked so as to indicate his preference for directors. Can any fairer method 
be adopted ? 

On motion of Mr. Firmin, this statement was received and 
ordered printed with the annual report. 

Mr. Kauffman : I would move that a committee be 
appointed to consider the advisability of forming an auxiliary 
association, on the lines laid down at the meeting at Put-in-Bay 
last year, and that the committee report at the next session of this 
meeting. 

The motion, duly seconded by Mr. Herbst, was carried. 
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Prof. Kauffman : The resolution passed at Put-in-Bay 
called for a committee of five. 

The President : On that committee I will appoint Prof. 
KaufiFman, Mr. Byrne, Prof. Matson, Messrs. DeLang and Hopp. 

Mr. Herbst : I would suggest that the name of Dr. Casper, 
of Springfield, be added to that committee, because he would be 
a very valuable man to assist it. . 

The President : If there be no objection, the committee will 
be increased to six, adding Dr. Casper. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp, duly seconded, the chair was 
directed to appoint a committee on time and place of next meet- 
ing. The President appointed Messrs. Grifl&th and Spies, and 
the incoming President. 

The Secretary read a communication from the Hotel Victory 
at Put-in-Baj', inviting the Association to meet there in 1902,. 
which was referred to the committee on time and place. 

Thereupon the meeting adjourned.

Mr. Herbst : The committee on president's address report 
favorably upon his address, with the recommendation of adoption, 
with the exception of one section, in which the president calls 
attention to the annual dues and to the initiation fee. The com- 
mittee makes this recommendation : that the initiation fee be 
dropped entirely, and that 50 cents be charged for a certificate of 
membership, and that the dues remain as they are now. 

Mr. Tobey takes the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Ogier, duly seconded, the report of the 
committee was accepted. 

Prof. Young : It seems to me that we are trying to do here 
by recommendation and resolution, that we are trying to explain 
one of the by-laws or part of the constitution in regard to the 
annual dues and the initiation fee. 

Mr. Herbst : This is just the recommendation of this com- 
mittee. Now, there will have to be final action afterwards. 

Mr. Herbst submitted the following proposition in writing:

On motion of Mr. Hopp, the session adjourned for three 
minutes, to enable the meeting to act upon the proposed amend- 
ment. 
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FOURTH SESSION. 

Meeting called to order by the President. Reading of min- 
utes dispensed with. 

On motion, it was decided to take up the report of the com- 
mittee on nominations for consideration at this time. The report 
was again read. 

A motion was made and seconded that the report be accepted. 

Prof. Kauffman : If this report is adopted, does that mean 
that this list of names for officers, is elected ? 

The President : Possibly the matter of entirely disposing of 
this would be for a motion to adopt the report, and that the sec- 
retary cast a ballot for the officers named. I make that motion. 
Motion seconded. 

Prof. Kauffman : The name of Mr. T. Houck is proposed 
for President. I would like to ask is Mr. Houck present ? 

Mr. Von Stein : He has not been here up to this point, or 
last night. 

Prof. Kauffman : It appears that he is not here, and has 
not been here. I want to say that I am opposed, on principle, to 
the election to our highest offices of men who do not attend our 
meetings, and are not present at the time of their election, or at 
that meeting at any rate. We have in our ranks plenty of good 
timber to fill these offices — of men who attend to the affairs of the 
association, who are our standby s and help us constantly, and I 
think it is putting a premium on absenteeism and indifference, if 
we go outside in this sort of way and select men who certainly 
have no claim, by reason of service, on this association. 

I have nothing against Mr. Houck, and do not know him; 
I have never met him, and I have been coming to the meetings 
of this association for years. He may be a very good man, but 
on the grounds that I have stated I am opposed to his selection 
as president of this association, and I move you that the name of 
some other good member of long standing and of long service, be 
substituted ; and the best man that I can think of at the moment 
is John C. Firmin, of Findlay, who is an old member. He is an 
efficient worker, and one of the best men we have. I therefore 
move you that the name of John C. Firmin, of Findlay, be sub- 
stituted for that of T. Houck, of Columbus Grove. 

Motion seconded by Mr. Wetterstroem. 
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After discussion by Messrs. Whitteker, Byrne, Beal, Ogier^ 
De Lang and Von Stein, the amendment to substitute the name 
of John C Firmin for that of Theo. Houck was carried. 

Prof. Kauffman : I move that the secretary be now instructed 
to cast a ballot for the election of this list of officials as revised by 
action of the association.

The President appointed Messrs. Greyer and Wendt as mem- 
bers of the committee on time and place of next meeting, in 
place of Messrs. Griffith and President-elect Firmin, who were 
both called away. 

The Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy read the annual 
report of the board, as follows : 

REPORT OF THE OHIO BOARD OF PHARMACY. 

From May ist, 1900, to May ist, 1901. 

To the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

This is the 17th annual report of this board to you, and the third under 
the pharmacy act of 1898. 

It is difficult to oflFer you from year to year a report that will prove 
interesting as well as instructive, for there is a great deal of monotony in an 
account of the proceedings of the board which do not greatly vary from year 
to year, and we assume' that to enter into minute detail of all that was done 
in any year would tax your patience. 

The present pharmacy law has been in force for longer than three years, 
during which period the board has had opportunity to determine through 
experience as to its adaptability to the proper regulation of the practice of 
pharmacy within the state of Ohio. A casual acquaintance with the phar- 
macy laws of other states permits us to say that in our judgment the Ohio 
pharmacy law taken in its entirety is not surpassed by that of any other 
state. The laws of some of the states have provisions that may be better 
than those of our own state, but for clearness of statement, for absence of 
unwise and irrelevant provisions it is without a peer in the United States. 
The past winter witnessed changes in the pharmacy laws of several of the 
states, but it may be fairly stated that noae of these were distinctly favorable 
to advanced legislation relating to pharmacy and the close of the legislative 
season of 1901 still finds the Ohio pharmacy law of '98 abreast of, if not 
actually in advance of similar statutes in other states. This condition, so 
satisfactory to the friends of new pharmacy, is the result of work done by 
this State Association, through its distinguished committee on pharmacy 
laws for the years 1897 and '98. 

Having such a law, the administration of it to the satisfaction of phar- 
macists rests entirely with your board of pharmacy. It is not mis-stating 
the facts as they appear to us, to say that the present law if literally inter- 
preted and absolutely enforced, is many years in advance not only of the 
sentiment of the public at large but of pharmacists themselves, and for the 
instruction of the few who may not think the board of pharmacy is rigid 
enough in its enforcement of all the details of the law we have to say what 
is well known to all thinking men that no law can be enforced in this 
country which is not backed by a sentiment wider than that of the men 
charged with its administration. * 
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Your board of pharmacy must therefore be composed of men with 
discretion and judgment in order to sustain what has been already accom- 
plished, ever looking forward to that happy day which is sure to come, 
wherein better conditions will prevail, under which greater results may be 
accomplished. 

During a period of almost two years after the present law was passed 
the board proceeded with the prosecution of all offenders against the law of 
which it could secure knowledge. Unfortunately some of these actions 
were injudiciously brought and the methods used in securing evidence and 
conviction were such as to create not a little ill feeling. For these the board 
was only secondarily responsible, and it found itself in a position from which 
it could not immediately emerge. It is with a great deal of gratification 
now to report to you that for more than a year past all cases of reported 
violation of law have been carefully investigated by some member of the 
board; wherein it was possible th secure a compliance with law without 
prosecution such has been done, and when prosecution has been found neces- 
sary it has been done in a dignified but thorough manner. It is the purpose 
of this board to enforce the pharmacy law, and the members of this associa- 
tion as well as registered pharmacists in the state who are not members can 
<:ontribute more toward the effectual enforcement of state laws than all 
boards or departments combined can accomplish. Do not therefore lay the 
blame for failure to fully enforce any statute concerning the practice of 
pharmacy at the door of executive officers until after you have aided them 
to the full extent of your powers. 

NBW I^EGISLATION. 

The board has no recommendations to offer for additional legislation 
concerning pharmacy proper. You are all aware of the necessity for the 
revision of the poison laws of the state, but that is a matter not under the 
special jurisdiction of the board of pharmacy. If legislation is attempted 
upon the poison laws it might be wise to place the responsibility for the 
enforcement of these laws with the board of pharmacy, but that is a ques- 
tion which will no doubt receive your consideration at the proper moment. 

METHODS OF CONDUCTING EXAMINATIONS. 

There appears to be a growing sentiment among leading pharmacists in 
favor of laboratory examinations for testing the qualifications of all appli- 
cants for registration. There is undoubtedly good ground for advocating 
such methods and the time is not distant in which this will be the feature of 
all board examinations. There are difficulties in the way with most boards 
and that of Ohio is not an exception. That difficulty is in the expense 
incident to such plan. A laboratory must be equipped; this in itself would 
not be a great expense but the length of time consumed in the examination 
of candidates would be greatly increased, which of course would increase 
the total expenses of the board. In our May, 1901, examination we had 250 
applicants. It is doubtful if the board could examine more than fifty appli- 
cants in one day by the laboratory method; the time consumed therefore 
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including that necessary for the transaction of other business would con- 
sume not less than one week, during which the per diem of members and 
hotel bills would be increased much beyond what they are at present. 

The present law increased the receipts of the board but it is only by the 
most rigid economy that the receipts can be made to meet the expenses in 
the present plan of conducting examinations. 

The new legislation relating to pharmacy which may come in the future- 
will provide for the expense of carrying out the requirements of pharmacy 
laws by an appropriation from the general revenue fund of the state. Then 
a person once registered is always registered; the renewal fees are abolished 
and tha unfair method of taxing pharmacists for the support of pharmacy 
laws will pass forever from view. Hasten the day ! We are not sure but 
Prof. Beal can bring it to pass in the General Assembly of Ohio in 1902. 

By a peculiar oversight the legislature of 1900 failed to include in the 
appropriation bill the expenses of the board of pharmacy. This was not 
discovered by the auditor of state himself until six months after the legis- 
lature adjourned. 

It left the board with almost $3,000 in the state treasury which was not 
available for current expenses. However, through the assistance of the 
auditor of state we were able to secure through a national bank of Colum- 
bus the cash on all requisitions drawn by us with the auditor's endorsement, 
for our necessary expenses. 

The cost of this arrangement will be small and the only embarrassment 
is in the increase of work connected with the keeping of the accounts in 
proper shape. 

As soon as the legislature meets, which will be in a few months, this- 
annoyance will be removed. 

On April 6th, 1901, the governor of the state appointed Charles Tobey 
of Troy, as a member of this board, for the term expiring March 3tst, 1906. 

Mr. Tobey is one of the gentlemen nominated by this association last 
year, and will make a valuable member of the board. 

The present oflficers of the board are, F. H. King, Delphos, president; 
Julius Greyer, Cincinnati, vice president; W. R. Ogier, Columbus, secretary 
and treasurer. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Thirteen cases of prosecution for violation of the pharmacy law were 
instituted between May ist, 1900 and May ist, 1901. 

Of these four were in Hamilton county, two in Highland county, one in ~ 
Mercer county, two in Wood county, one in Hardin county, two in Paulding 
county and one in Williams county. In all these cases the board won its- 
suit except one case in Highland which was dismissed by the magistrate by 
default, although the prosecuting witness with his attorney were on hand 
within the limit of time set for hearing. One case in Paulding county in 
which the defendant was the justice of the peace and heard his own ^ase 
and assessed the fine therein, afterward refused to pay the fine, and the 
board could not enforce payment. Fines collected amounted to {269.50.

On motion of Mr. Byrne, the report was adopted. 
A paper on ** Nostrums'* was then read by Mr. Theo. D. 
Wetterstroem, on behalf of the committee on Papers and Queries. 

NOSTRUMS. 

Webster says, ** a nostrum is a medicine, the ingredients of which are 

kept secret for the purpose of restricting the profits of sale to the inventor 

,-1 i 
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or proprietor; a quack medicine. Any scheme or device proposed by a 
quack." According to the same authority, '*a quack is a boastful pretender 
to medical skill; an ignorant practitioner." 

By the term "nostrum" I wish to include all preparations of private 
formula and known only by their trade-mark name, and such preparations 
in which the individuality of the owner or proprietor is made more promi- 
nent than the preparation itself, and such preparations in which the formula 
stated is a dream and a snare to the unwary doctor. If this don't include 
every thing outside of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, the National Formulary or 
other standard work on pharmacy, then this definition is at fault. 

The hybrid nature of the apothecary is becoming a thing of the past, 
and in his place is the pharmacist, who compounds or prepares medicines, 
and the druggist, who buys and sells drugs and their preparations. 

The druggists by permitting the introduction of the so-called patent 
medicines into their stores a number of years ago, are now in the throes of 
a commercial struggle to establish and maintain the prices that are stipu- 
lated on the labels of these patents, which is the only distinguishing feature 
between them and the nostrums of to-day. This struggle for the mainte- 
nance of price will be but a circumstance to that which will ensue for the 
life of the pharmacist, if this evil of the nostrum is not blotted out. For the 
patent is to the druggist as the nostrum is to the pharmacist. The retail 
druggist can and will sell other things, while the art of the pharmacist un- 
less he becomes a manufacturer will be gone. Then of what use will the 
teachings of the pharmacopoeia be to the student and of what need is he 
fitted to operate a pharmacy, when any unskilled person can dispense the 
ready-made nostrum that does the thinking and treating of disease for the 
average doctor of to day. Furthermore for what purpose is the committee 
on unofficial formulae appointed to ransack from one end of the state to the 
other for formulas when the merit of these preparations is unknown to the 
doctor of medicine. 

The nostrum is the outcome of the lack of energy, indifference or too 
much attention to other matters on the part of the pharmacist. He has 
been asleep the past five years, and unless he wakes up to interest and edu- 
cate the doctor to the merit of the preparations of oue book in common as 
the U. S. Pharmacopceia and sinks his own individuality in the interest of 
true pharmacy, he will have a hard time to keep up the multitude of nos- 
trums that each day sends him to his rear room out of earshot of his pre- 
scription customer to cool off. 

The manufacturer claims he is making business for the apothecary by 
creating the demand, so he is for the druggist but he is killing off the art 
of the pharmacist. The manufacturing house cares nothing for you. His 
interests lie in the direction of the doctor by getting him to prescribe such 
preparations that bring him the greitest return. The manufacturing house 
no longer extolls the merits of the standard formulas as competition among 
themselves has brought such standards to a minimum working profit and 
to meet expenses they have drifted into the preparation of specialties of 
their exclusive make, or in other words the manufacture of nostrums. It is 
not an uncommon sight at present to see the fair name of a firm, whose 
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reputation for scientific work has taken years to build, tarnished 'by the 
foisting of nostrums upon the market. All hail and praise to the manu- 
facturing pharmacist who has been able to withstand the seductive nostrum, 
and may he continue to ever interest the physician in the high grade pre- 
parations of the U. S. Pharmacopoe a is the wish of every pharmacist. 

In a recent exhibit of U. S. P. and N F. preparations by pharmacists 
before the convention of the Ohio State Medical Society, held in Cincinnati 
recently it was clearly shown that the average doctor is not familiar with 
the virtue of these preparations and seemingly took a great interest in the 
attempt to illustrate what the pharmacist could do if the demand were made 
upon him. As a result the specification on prescription of the U. S. P. 
preparations instead of Smith's, Jones' or the other feller's nostrum is 
already becoming evident. This encouragement is supplemented by the 
plea of our ablest and most influential speakers on therapy for a more ex- 
tended use of the standard preparations of the U. S. P. that must conform 
to the purity, quality and strength laid down therein, instead of the nostrum 
whose standard is always peculiar to itself. 

I hold that the average pharmacist is better qualified to perform the 
work required in making pharmaceutical products than the usual untutored 
help in factories. 

If it is coming to pass that these nostrums are to crowd our phar- 
macopoeial products of standard formula from our shelves, and if it be neces- 
sary that we obtain these innumerable preparations of like composition, but 
made in as many factories, since we are by duty bound prohibited to violate 
the doctor's express wish or prescription, and since we feel a certain respon- 
sibibility for their conformity to the formula stated, then it is time that these 
nostrums be taken in hand by an aggressive committee of this association to 
examine their composition. 

I will not deny that some of these nostrums have undoubted merit, yet 
the success of these has given cause for the production of others of less 
value and some of no value. When a firm of seemingly high repute will 
purposely omit the principle ingredient from one of their exclusive remedies 
in order to make the preparation more stable, when a tasteless quinine 
sulphate uostrum fails to show more than one-eighth of the sulphate stated 
on the label, when a large percentage of the nostrum syrups show undoubted 
signs of the presence of glucose, when cod liver cordials and elixirs are of 
doubtful cod liver content, and the tasteless cascara preparations depend 
upon their name and other ingredients for their activity, then it is high 
time that the pharmacists assert their rights and bring this state of affairs to 
the attention of the medical profession. 

Since the manufacturer finds no **pay dirt" in the pharmacopoeia as 
before stated, and since our salvation is to interest the prescriber in the 
** material " as well as the '* spiritual " value of one set of formulas in com- 
mon, then it is necessary that we follow the same method pursued by the 
nostrum foister in introducing these unknown products of the pharmacopoeia 
to the doctor, and attempting to elevate his status to that of the physician. 

The idea of co-operation in manufacture by pharmacists has been agi- 
tated a number of times by this association. A very able report and outline 
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was submitted by a former presiding oflScer. Nothing resulted from this on 
■account of the financial liability that each member would incur for the 
whole. A plan is already in working order in our city in which the phar- 
macists work for each other's interests but have no financial connection. 
The work is parcelled out and what each one makes is his own, profit or 
loss. We all use one label in common. Every one who has the energy to 
do the work for which he is fitted as a pharmacist is invited to join in the 
movement to popularize the pharmacopoeia. As chairman of the committee 
on unofficial formulae you are all invited to trot out your formulas, which 
will be submitted to the tender mercies of th*» committee on national formu- 
lary and if they survive they will be admitted to a position in the national 
formulary, and later possibly promoted to the pharmacopoeia. But without 
some practical demonstration of the value of these formularies, all this work 
will be for naught, therefore it is necessary for you to act at once if you 
wish to conserve to yourself the name of pharmacist. 

If this association deems the matter of cooperation in manufacture by 
pharmacists in order then a committee could be appointed to draw up suit- 
able plans on practical lines for action. 

Valuable suggestions are offered by Dr. F. B. Stewart in his recent 
paper on *' How can pharmacy secure recognition as a profession." The 
following is an excerpt from this interesting paper: ** Another move in the 
right direction would be cooperative buying and cooperative manufacturing 
on the part of the pharmacists. Not cooperative nostrum manufacturing, 
for that would not be pharmacy. It is only another form of "patent" 
medicine business; but cooperative manufacturing of pharmaceutical 
preparations for the use of the medical profession. To carry out the 
co-operative principle still further, the products might be manufactured 
under the auspices of a bureau of materia medica or board of control, 
composed of physicians and pharmacists. For their standardiza- 
tion by chemical and physiological assay, the board could employ the 
experts connected with the medical and pharmaceutical schools. The 
laboratories of these institutions would be thrown open to such work. A 
local organization started on these lines would probably in time grow into 
a national board of control or bureau of materia medica under the super- 
vision of the general government at Washington and by its evolution phar- 
macy would be gradually elevated to the dignity of a profession.'* 

While I have such advanced ideas as the writer quoted, yet I am fully 

convinced that activity on the part of the pharmacists would be welcomed 

and encouraged by the medical profession and result in the elimination of 

the nostrum. 

THEO. D. WETTERSTROEM. 

Cincinnati, C, July 17, 1901. 

On motion of Prof. Matson, the paper was received and 
ordered to be spread upon the minutes. 

Mr. Hopp : I would like to direct attention to a number of 
preparations that Mr. Wetterstroem has prepared and kindly 
brought here, and I move that we take a recess of five minutes 
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and come up and inspect them. He has a preparation of tasteless 
quinine in which the quinine is well covered. It shows what the 
retail pharmacist can do if he wants to, and therefore it would be 
wise to take a short recess and not leave this until the meeting 
adjourns. Out of courtesy to Mr. Wetterstroem I hope that my 
motion will prevail. 

Mr. Wetterstroem : The preparations that I have there are 
the preparations of the formulaes that were submitted by the 
committee on Unofficial Formulae; they are formulaes that belong 
to the association; each member can make them as well as I or 
the other members of the committee. 

Motion to take a recess, duly carried. 

The President : The amendment to the by-laws is now 
before you. 

After considerable discussion the proposed amendment was 
postponed until after the report of the committee on the auxiliary. 

Prof. Kauffman : There is another matter that I would like 
to bring to the attention of the association, before the report of 
this auxiliary committee is made. That is the prosecution which 
is now being carried on at Springfield, Ohio, under an amend- 
ment of the Dow law. You are all of you no doubt aware that 
an action has been brought, through the efforts of John T. Nofris, 
against Dr. T. J. Casper, of Springfield, O., on the charge of 
selling liquor without having paid the Dow tax. 

Mr. Von Stein : I would suggest that we go into executive 
session before talking this over, and see whether all persons 
present are our friends or members. 

Motion seconded by Mr. De Lang and carried. 

The meeting thereupon went into executive session, and 
those who were not members were vouched for. 

The President : Mr. Kauffman, the question that you care 
to bring up is before the house. 

Prof. Kauffman : I had hoped that Dr. Casper himself 
wouldbe here this morning to present this case. He was here 
yesterday and waited about all day with the expectation of being 
able to speak to the association, but no opportunity was offered. 
He was called home last evening by very urgent family troubles,, 
and is not able to be here to-day. I had a telegram from him 
this morning saying that he had sent to me by special delivery 
the papers in the case by special mail. They have not yet 
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arrived. I am very sorry he did not send them by canal boat^ 
I therefore have not the legal papers and the legal statement to 
give you. But enough has been thrown out in the daily press so 
that no doubt you have all the main points in this particular 
case, or know at least about the Middleton amendment to the 
Dow law. 

The case has been brought under that amendment. The 
case here is brought in the Probate Court, which the law requires. 
The Probate Judge at Springfield decided that the amendment 
was unconstitutional for the reason that it placed executive duties 
upon a court, which is altogether judicial in its function. 

The case was appealed by Norris to the Common Pleas, 
where the decision of the Probate Court was reversed, and it will 
now go to the Circuit Court, as I understand, and will very 
likely then be taker; to the Supreme Court. If in its course 
through the courts, the decision is sustained — the last decision is 
sustained, that the law is constitutional, then this case against 
Dr. Casper will be remanded to the Probate Court, where it 
originated, to be tried upon its merits, as the case has not yet 
been tried, understand, upon its merits; simply the question of 
the constitutionality. Only the question of the constitutionality 
of the law has been before the courts. 

Dr. Casper has been urged by members at home, the drug- 
gists of his own town and druggists from other sections, to press 
this case, in the interests of the whole state. It is the second 
case, I believe. The first case that was brought under the law 
was thrown out of court by action of the judge, and this is the 
second case. At the solicitation of many, Dr. Casper has pressed 
this case. He has told me himself, that he could have stopped 
the whole business, and at much less cost than he has incurred 
personally, so far. But he feels it his duty, in the interests of 
the whole trade, to press the case to a final hearing and a final 
decision. 

He has been supported so far in his action by the Springfield 
druggists alone, who, I am told^ have stood an assessment. I 
don't know to what amount, but they have paid quite a round 
sum of money in attorney's feeSi Of course, court costs are con- 
stantly piling up; have not yet b^n paid and will not be assessed 
until the final decision is made; but already they have paid a 
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•considerable sum in attorney's fees, which fund has been obtained 
by voluntary contribution on the part of the Springfield druggists. 

It is not Dr. Casper alone who brings this case to the atten- 
tion of the State Association. It is our membership from Spring- 
field, where we have quite a strong membership. They are alike 
interested in this case. It is matter of common report that evi- 
dence has been secured by Norris and his supporters, against 
other of our members in other localities, and that he is prepared 
to continue prosecutions of this sort, as soon as he finds where he 
is in the matter of the law; and I feel that we are all of us 
vitally interested in the result of this case. 

The members from Springfield feel- that they should not be 
called upon to pay a heavy tax lor the benefit of members all 
over the state ; and with that view I have been requested to pre- 
sent the matter as I do now, to this Association as a body. This 
man Norris, as many of you know, had the gall to come to this 
liotel yesterday and offer his services to our members. He passed 
about among our members a printed pamphlet, which has the 
Dow law with the amendment, and an open letter in which he 
offers his services to any one who wishes to bring prosecution. 

Now, gentlemen, if you want to submit to a thing of that 
kind, you have only to remain entirely indifferent to it. On the 
other hand, if you want self-protection, I recommend that you 
pay some attention to the condition of affairs which now exists 
at Springfield. 

Mr. Herbst : I can say this, that to my knowledge, cer- 
tainly I know that the druggists of Dayton and Columbus will 
•come under that same line of prosecution. 

Mr. Tobey : I will say this : John T. Norris was at our 
little city, and he is reported to have expressed this to William 
Haynor, the whiskey man, whom you all know. He said, .**I 
have got three druggists out of five in your town, and I propose 
to give them a load," so it is only a question, gentlemen, when 
he will be to see you all. 

Mr. De Lang : I understood, a short time ago, that detect- 
ive work of that kind had been done in Cincinnati, and that the 
way it had been tried was, by two women going into a drugstore, 
one young, the other old, the old one being very faint, and falling 
down in a chair, sick, and the young one stepping up to ask for 
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some whiskey for her sick mother. And that druggists have 
given, in cases of that kind, a little whiskey in a glass, and then 
accepted pay for it. 

Mr. Vortkamp: The auditor told me, a few m'onths ago^ 
Norris got all of our people except two, and he says he is going 
to catch them too. We have a lady druggist in our town, and 
she was caught also, poor girl ! 

Mr. Burkhardt : I will say that it has been reported to me 
that 48 cases have been taken up in Dayton. 

Mr. Herbst : I think it is the duty of this association to- 
organize an auxiliary and take charge of the prosecutions that 
have so far been carried on at Springfield. 

Mr. Herbst : I went to Springfield when those cases were 
brought first. The probate court decided that it was not under 
the jurisdiction of John T. Norris, or anybody else. It was the 
duty of the auditor of the county to state whether a person should 
pay his tax or not; and the case was decided in the interest of 
Dr. Casper. Norris appealed to the common pleas court and they 
reversed the decision. 

I am confident myself, that where whiskey is sold for phar- 
maceutical purposes, I think the decision in every case will be 
that we will not be found guilty of violation of any law. The 
State Board of Pharmacy license the druggists of the state to sell 
liquor. Liquor or whiskey is an official preparation of the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, and by paying that license, I think we are 
exempted, where we sell it strictly as for medicinal purposes; and 
I think the courts will sustain us in that. I do not see how they 
can license a person and make him pay a double tax for the same 
thing. 

We have a decision in a food case, where the supreme court 
of Ohio has held that whiskey is a drug; and that whiskey sold 
for any purpose, in a saloon or any place else, must come up to- 
the standard of the U. S. Pharmacop(«ia. And if that decision, 
was good in that case, it would be just as good in this case if we 
sell it in our store. 

Prof. Kauffman : If you will read the amendment to the 
Dow law, you will see wherein any outsider has an inter- 
est. Under that amendment, any firm or party bringing the case 
gets a proportion of the fine which is assessed; I don't remember 
just how much it is; my impression is that it is $100 for each 
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couviction. It was at his instigation entirely and through his 
eflForts that this amendment to the Middleton law was passed. It 
was railroaded through the last session of the legislature before 
any member of our association had been advised that such an 
amendment had been presented. 

Mr. Flocken concurred in the views of Mr. Herbst that 
whiskey was a standard preparation recognized by the U. S. 
Pharmacopoeia ; that under the Supreme Court decision which he 
found it held that when a certificate is granted by the state to 
practice pharmacy and sell drugs and medicines, that under the 
field of medicine there is no limit. 

Prof. KaufFman : Mr. President and gentlemen. I wanted 
to bring this Springfield case to your attention first, in order that 
you might see wherein what we have now to propose, may be of 
service to you, and in order that you may act with more intelli- 
gence and with an idea in mind ; something that is open, which 
you can see will be to your practical interest. 

Now, it has been asserted several times during our sessions 
that this association is on the decline, and our membership roll 
certainly shows that. The item of expense in the matter of dues 
and admission fees and so on, has been brought forward as the 
real cause for the lack of interest in our association. I do not 
think that is it at all. In a number of cases I have approached 
druggists who are not members of this association, with a 
request to become members, and I have been met with a reply 
something like this : ''Of what practical use will it be to me? 
We are not able to come to your meetings. I am so situated that 
I cannot spare the time, or I cannot pay the expense. You 
fellows who may go, go, and have a good time, and that is all 
there is in it : it will not do me any good, and therefore I will 
not join." 

Some of us who are interested in the association have can- 
vassed the situation pretty thoroughly, and we have to bring 
forward a proposition under which we would be able to offer to 
all the druggists of the state a practical benefit accruing from 
membership in this association. It was brought forward at our 
meeting in Put-in-Bay last year, and the result of its presentation 
at that meeting was in this resolution, which I will now read to 
you. 

That a central committee of five, to be in Columbus, be ap- 
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pointed by the present president as a board of control of the 
auxiliary. 

That is as much of the resolution as it is necessary to read. 
The rest of it is merely relating to the formation of that com- 
mittee. The auxiliary — that name originated in the fertile brain 
of our present secretary, and does not mean much of anything. 
The meaning of the word, as you all know, is an aid to. The 
intent is that there shall be — we may call it a section of this asso- 
ciation, organized for the purpose of the protection of our mem- 
bers, from all sorts of persecution ; just such things as are now 
occurring under this Middleton amendment to the Dow law. 

Under that alone, some of you may to-morrow sell a bottle 
of carbolic acid, which some one may drink, and a suit for 
damages be brought against you, or some abuse may occur in 
your store, under which you may be deemed liable, and prosecu- 
tion brought against you. 

It is the purpose to form a so-called auxiliary, to aid our 
members in troubles of that sort, or any sort; a sort of insurance 
against persecution and prosecution. There is no intention on 
the part of any of our members, or any of those who have had 
anything to do with it, to protect any one in misdoing, in the 
evasion or breaking of any of our laws. There is no such pur- 
pose. It is merely to protect our members from injustice. 

In times past, members possibly have been subjected to per- 
secution under the Pure Food law. We have not had much 
trouble from that source of late. But it is possible that such a 
condition will come again. You are at any time liable to suits 
for damages for all sorts of. flimsy pretexts, and you are at the 
present time, especially liable to prosecutions under this Middle- 
ton amendment. 

This committee have no detailed report to present, for the 
reason that the short time which we have had will not admit of 
formulating a definite plan in its detail for the working of such a 
section, but the general idea is this : That there shall be 
appointed at the meeting of this association this morning, a 
central committee, a board of control you may call it, or what 
not; it does not matter what — to be located in Columbus. 
Columbus is chosen for the reason that it is centrally located, it is 
the centre from which these various persecutions and prosecutions 
and laws all eminate; and it is the place of the court of last resort. 
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It seems fitting, therefore, that Columbus should be chosen as the 
location for the executive part of this auxiliary. The committee, 
therefore, makes the recommendation that this central committee 
be chosen of our membership in Columbus; this central committee 
to have power to appoint associates wherever they may be deemed 
necessary, and as many as may be deemed necessary. This 
central committee to have power to levy an assessment upon the 
membership. 

No pharmacist or druggist in the state to be eligible to the 
benefits of the auxiliary unless they are also members of the 
state association in good standing. That is a point which we 
hope will largely increase the membership (applause), regardless 
of the question whether the dues be $i.oo, or $2.50, or $3. 00. If 
they want to obtain the benefits of this insurance company, they 
must be members of the state association in good standing. That 
point alone will bring you. hundreds of members within the 
course of the next twelve months, as you will see if you form the 
organization. 

The idea as to the work of this committee is, that they shall 
assess upon all who wish to obtain the benefits of the auxiliary a 
fee ; what that may be is not yet determined ; it will not be 
large, if a sufficient number of our members wish to take advan- 
tage of it. It is not to be compulsory ; if you do not want to 
belong to the auxiliary you need not pay the fee, and you won't 
get the benefits accruing. It has been suggested that possibly a 
fee of $2.00 would yield a suflBcient fund for the central committee 
to begin its work ; and it has also been suggested that it would be 
policy for this association to appropriate immediately from its 
treasury a small sum, say $50.00 or $100.00, in order to start the 
work of that committee at once. It ought to have been started a 
year ago, but by some unfortunate misunderstanding between our 
officers, it has been allowed to fall through for a whole year^ 
Had it been started a year ago we would have had this Spring- 
field case in hand long since. 

In the detail of its working we have only this general idea to 
present : that is, that any member belonging to the auxiliary who 
gets into trouble, has the privilege of presenting that trouble to 
the committee. We will imagine that it is a case down in Xenia;. 
some druggist there is arrested on some trivial charge or other. 
He goes to this committee with a statement of his condition, that 
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committee will have power to call upon any member in that 
locality to investigate his case, who may report to the central 
committee. When that report is received, they will be required 
when their organization is perfect, to send to the locality one of 
their members, or .more, to investigate the case and bring to the 
central committee a complete and unbiased statement of all the 
conditions. 

Then, if in the judgment of the committee, that member has 
a case, and he has not been guilty of lax conduct, it will be the 
duty of that committee to take that case in hand and prosecute to 
the limit, thereby relieving the individual druggist of all obliga- 
tion beyond the payment of his proper assessment, and of all 
worry in the case, more than may be required by the trial of the 
case itself, and to carry it just as far as it may be carried in the 
courts. 

As I say, the details of the plan have not yet been formu- 
lated, could not be in the short time allotted; but in ray judg- 
ment, it would not be proper for this central committee to build 
up a large fund in the treasury by assessments. They should at 
once build up a sufficient fund to enable them to proceed with 
their work, and there should be a limit to the fund which may 
accumulate in the treasury of that committee. They should 
however, have full charge of that fund, to be an independent fund 
from the general treasury of the association. They should have 
it in their hands, so that they may use it when occasion requires. 
That condition makes it imperative that the members of that 
committee be men of reputation, and men who command the con- 
fidence of our members. Otherwise, there will quickly crawl 
into the auxiliary, insinuations and charges which would soon 
destroy its benefits. 

When the fund in the treasury accumulates to a sufficient 
sum, which should be fixed — I have not determined what that 
ought to be; perhaps one, two or three thousand dollars — then 
the assessments should cease, until the fund has been depleted by 
some claim upon it, through a case or two. Then the assessment 
should be renewed until it has been brought back to the limit. 

New members coming in should stand an assessment which 
should be proportionate to their accumulated interest in the fund, 
whatever that may be. If we have a membership of two or three 
hundred in the association, and we have $500, and a new member 
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comes in, he should put up an amount which would represent his 
interest in the accumulated fund, in order that new members may 
have no advantage over those who have started in with us. 

This committee presents to you, and it recommends to you, 
that a central committee of three or five — the .original resolution 
passed at Put-in-Bay, made it five. I don't know but three 
would be as well, or better, to be located in Columbus, with the 
powers which I have suggested, be appointed at this meeting, 
and be instructed to organize and put into effect an auxiliary to 
be operated upon lines which I have now outlined. I present 
this as my report, Mr. President. (Applause.) 

Mr. Ogier : I move that the report of the committee be 
accepted and adopted, and that this association elect a committee 
of five by nominations here; that is, let the names be presented 
and voted for by the association, so that it will be the work of the 
association in selecting the committee. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

The following were nominated as members of the central 
committee of the auxiliary section : Messrs. Kauffman, Matson, 
Herbst, Byrne and Wendt. The secretary was by motion directed 
to cast the ballot of the association for their election, and the 
chairman declared them elected to that office. 

Mr. Flocken : Mr. Kauffman stated that a great many of 
the druggists that are in business cannot get away to attend the 
association, and seem to have no interests at stake. I think 
probably that class would like to belong to the auxiliary and not 
the association, and thus get more funds in the treasury of the 
auxiliary. 

Mr. De Lang : I do not think it is the intent of the auxil- 
iary to give any man insurance without being a member of the 
state association. 

On inquiry of Mr. Flocken, Prof. Kauffman stated : The 
intent is that the new members should not pay dues from the 
beginning of the auxiliary, from its organization, but that they 
should pay an amount which will give them a proportionate 
interest in the fund which may have accrued in the treasury of 
the auxiliary. You may have, in the course of years, paid into 
the treasury of the auxiliary say $io, but the committee may 
have used $8 of that in times past, and there is only $2 remain- 
ing in the treasury, and it would not be fair to ask the new 
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member to put up $10. He must only put up an amount pro- 
portionately. 

Mr. Flocken : That is what I have reference to. He would 
then say that he was paying for something past, that he was not 
protected so ; he had received no protection and was paying 
for it. 

Mr. De Lang : It does not seem fair that after I have paid 
in $2 a year for three years, that another member should come in 
after putting it off for three years and put up his $2 ; that does 
not seem to be equity. The insurance companies work according 
to age. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp, duly seconded, the association 
appropriated $50 for the use of the auxiliary section. 

The papers having arrived from Dr. Casper, it was thought 
that the points had been quite fully covered by Prof. Kauffman, 
and it was resolved not to read them. 

On motion of Mr. Herbst, the matter of the case at Spring- 
field, and the action to be taken in carrying it up, was left to the 
discretion of the newly appointed central committee of the 
auxiliary. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp, the executive session adjourned, 
and the meeting at once assembled in general session. 

The secretary took the names of those present who wished 
to join the auxiliary section. 

On motion of Prof. Kauffman, the treasurer was instructed 
to furnish at once to the auxiliary committee a certified list of the 
names of the members of the association who are in good standing 
so that they may know to whom to apply for membership. 

The committee appointed to recommend names to the 
governor from which to select a member of the board of phar- 
macy, reported as follows: 

BOARD OF PHARMACY VACANCY. 

Mr. De Lang : Your committee recommends Mr. W. R. 
Ogier, Columbus; John H. Von Stein, Upper Sandusky; John 
Byrne, Columbus; Adam Schmidt, Springfield; Geo. W. Brown, 
Wilmington. 

On motion of Mr. Herbst, the report was accepted. 

The committee on time and place of next meeting reported 
as follows: 
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Mr. Wendt : The committee, after due consideration, i» 
much in favor of changing the location of the meeting and hav-^ 
ing a trip on the lake; and what we would like to do is to charter 
a boat say from Cleveland, and go to Mackinac and return. 
There has been some discussion that probably we could not get a 
boat. The boats are large enough surely, and if we cannot get 
the whole boat, take the greater part of it. 

Last week at Columbus, I went around to see the druggists- 
and asked them to come down to Dayton, and many of the men 
having been here and can get away only once a year, and they 
say, ** What is there at Dayton ? We have seen Dayton; it is a 
very nice town, but there is not enough pleasure connected with 
the business for us to go," so I feel that a trip to Mackinac^ 
something which tbey all as yet have not enjoyed, would largely 
increase the attendance, with the earnest work of a secretary in 
that location; and the committee begs to recommend that the 
chair appoint a central committee, one committeeman in each of 
the following cities. We tried to pick out the largest cities : 
Cincinnati, Dayton, Columbus, Springfield, Lima, Toledo, Ham- 
ilton, Sandusky, Zanesville, Mansfield, Akron, and that an 
auxiliary committee be appointed from the small places and report 
not later than say a few months, on the condition, also upon the 
matter of general expression over the entire state. I believe that 
the cost would be no greater than here, and I think the pleasure 
would be far more enjoyed by all than we would to have it at 
some city. We would get out of this hot air, and a trip up there 
would be, I think, worthy of a trial. 

Mr. De Lang : I move that the recommendation be accepted. 
Motion seconded. 

Mr. Byrne: I would ask, in case the boat cannot be pro- 
cured, that Put-in-Bay be the next second choice; if we cannot 
procure a boat, that Put-in-Bay be considered. I offer that as an 
amendment. 

The amendment was duly seconded and carried. 

The President : The question is, that we appoint this 
committee to look after this excursion to Mackinac, with the con- 
sideration that if we cannot secure a boat we go to Put-in-Bay. 

Mr. Wendt : If we can get the greater part of a boat, that 
is all we want. On this matter of not getting a boat, the D. & C. 
line would probably say, ** We cannot let you have one of the 
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large boats,'* but I believe that with the proper men, with push 
and energy, in each city, Toledo and Cleveland, not so much 
talk, but act and push things, that we can arrange this trip all 
right. The trouble is that there is too much form, and not 
enough work. 

Mr. Byrne : The time, I do not believe, is spoken of. I 
believe any time after the loth day of September, to the loth day 
of October, is proper. 

Mr. Wendt : That is entirely too late. You do not want 
to go up there when it is cold; you would freeze to death. 

The President : There is no second to this amendment. 

Mr. Wendt : I move that it be left entirely to the committee 
as to the date. 

The President : We will have to have this as an amendment 
to the motion, that the matter of time be left in the hands of the 
committee. 

Mr. Herbst : I move that that be added to the report of Mr. 
Wendt, that the committee have charge of the time and place. 
Motion seconded. 

The amendment was duly carried. 

Mr. Von Stein : This report says we should centre at Cleve- 
land. It would be cheaper and easier to centre at all the lake 
ports, say probably Cleveland, Sandusky and Toledo. 

The President : We will consider that as a part of the report, 
then. The question before you as it stands, is the question of an 
excursion — with Put-in-Bay as the point of meeting if we do not 
arrange for an excursion, and the time is to be left In the hands 
of this central committee to be appointed. 

Motion carried. 

The matter of the proposed amendment to article 2, chapter 
2, of the by-laws, to read as proposed in writing, was then taken 
up and carried. 

The secretary was directed, by motion, to cast the ballot of 
the association for the proposed amendment, which was done. 

It was moved and carried that the present president appoint 
five delegates to the American Pharmaceutical Association, also 
delegates to the National Wholesale Druggists Association. 

The President : The committees will be announced later. 

The secretary presented his annual report as follows : 
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SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

Gentlemen : Your secretary begs leave to report the following : Imme- 
diately after the close of our meeting last year the members elected were 
notified of their election and requested, by means of a reply postal card, to 
send in their names as they wanted them to appear on. the certificate of mem- 
bership ; a second notico was sent out to those not replying to the first one, 
with the statement if no reply is received certificate would be filled out as 
it is written on the postal card, which in two instances was done Not hav- 
ing been returned nor objection made, they must have been satisfactory. 

The annual report was sent out in due time to each member and the usual 
complimentary copies to the other associations and pharmaceutical associa- 
tions ; looo card notices of this meeting were sent out, one to each member 
and the balance to such as were thought most likely to go. The second 
notice was sent to all druggists in the state, including the members of our 

association. 

L. C. HOPP, Secretary. 

On motion of Mr. Wetterstroem the report was accepted. 

Prof. Matson : There was a matter brought up as to having 
a journal furnish the annual proceedings. I move that that 
matter be considered, that the Midland Druggist be requested to 
print this ; I move that they be requested to print the proceedings, 
and see that every member of the association receives it gratis. 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Byrne : Without consulting the principal members of 
the Midland Druggist, but I presume that they would be glad to 
receive any communication from this association, and the money 
accruing can be saved; that $300 could be used to good advant- 
age; we can save $300 for one j'ear, and see what the members of 
this association think of it. 

Prof Matson : I would like to add, as a compliment to 
them, that they be recognized as the official organ of this body. 

Mr. Vortkamp accepts the amendment. 

Mr. Herbst : I think that will be a mistake. I think we 
ought to issue our own annual report. I am in favor of the Mid- 
land Druggist, or all papers, printing the proceedings of this 
meeting, but this association ought to get its report in proper 
shape, bound, and send out to its members. 

Prof. Beal : I move that this question be referred to the 
incoming President and the Executive Committee. I think that 
our proflfered compliment to the Midland Druggist is rather a 
doubtful compliment. Of course we all favor the Midland Drug- 
gist, but we are asking them to incur an expense of three or four 
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hundred dollars, and to lay aside the regular matter which they 
give in each current issue, and discommode themselves to this 
extent, for our exclusive benefit, and while they might be some- 
what delicate in the way of refusing it. It is literally asking 
them to put aside their regular matter for about two issues, and 
to incur an expense of two or three hundred dollars, for our 
exclusive benefit. I think the best way to do is to refer this to 
our incoming President and the Executive Committee, who may 
confer with the Midland Druggist and possibly arrive at some- 
thing equitable and fair on both sides. 

Motion to refer is seconded. 

Mr. Hopp : I think you are treading on very dangerous 
ground. Just as soon as you give that to a paper that is pub- 
lished in Columbus, they have one that is published in Cincinnati. 
It is being considered to-day in Cleveland, and you will have 
trouble from the word go. If you want to raise money to pay for 
your books, go out and charge so much a page for an advertise- 
ment. 

Some years ago, when we were figuring on one dollar as 
annual dues, we needed funds. I got up a little advertising cir- 
cular announcing our meeting and for which I got advertisements, 
and I think it netted our association about $350. 

I think if you adopt your scheme the cry will be, ** Oh yes, 
you have given that to Columbus ; it is a trade journal ; it is 
Kauffman-Lattimer's journal.'* 

Prof. KaufFman : I would say right here that it is not the 
fact ; the Midland Druggist does not belong to the Kaufi*man- 
Lattimer Co. It is an independent journal, it is not a trade 
journal, in any sense. 

Mr. Hopp : That is the report that I have always received, 
and the report has been made here. I am very glad to know 
that such is not the case, but I have always been under that 
impression, having been told so. It would create trouble at 
once. If you want to get money, we can save money by having 
a common paper binding. A great many druggists like the pres- 
ent cloth cover binding for the reason that they can keep it in 
their library. I can get advertisements to put in, but I hope the 
association will not do this. We will have money enough from 
our auxiliary to pay for our books, without any advertisements. 

Mr. Byrne : I want the Secretary to understand that I have 
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not any feeling against the publication of the annual report, but 
I think it would be a saving of three or four hundred dollars for 
this association. 

Mr. Hopp : I have no feeling against The Midland Drug- 
gist at all; I am only talking about what the result will be. A 
great many will say, ** I hear this is done so as to make us take 
the journal. There is another dollar a year.'* 

Mr. Byrne : I understand that the journal will be placed 
in the hands of every druggist in the state, free of charge. I 
would ask some one connected with that journal to reply to that 
question. 

Prof. Kauffman : I suppose the editor of that journal is a 
little shy; I have some interest in it, although I do not own it. 
I would say that the Midland Druggist proposes to print a full 
report of the proceedings of this meeting, regardless of what you 
do, and proposes to send it to every member of the state associa- 
tion, free of charge, the next issue. It is not intended to send it 
for one year free of charge. We want your dollars for the Mid- 
land Druggist, and we hope to get them. I am not altogether 
prepared to say whether the Midland Druggist would agree to 
publish the detail of your proceedings officially. That would 
incur an expense of two or three hundred dollars. It might be 
to our* advantage to do so, and I think perhaps we would do so, 
and should we do it, it will certainly be in the hands of our mem- 
bership very shortly after the adjournment of the meeting, not 
some six or eight months after the meeting is over. 

The president : The question now before you is the referring 
of this matter to the incoming president and the executive com- 
mittee. Those favoring this action, will signify by saying aye. 

Motion carried. 

Mr. Hopp : Mr. Chairman, the appointing of committees 
that has been in vogue in the association for sometime past has 
caused a great deal of trouble and delay, and I would like to 
make a motion, or have somebody make a motion, that the com- 
mittees shall be in the hands of the secretary not later than thirty 
days after adjournment. 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Ogier : I would add to that that this annual report be 
issued not later than the first day of November, 1901, and that 
the secretarv be so instructed to have it out. 
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Mr. Hopp : I will accept that as an amendment. 

Motion carried. 

Prof. Beal : There is a matter which I wish to bring out, 
which suggested itself while the report of the secretary of the 
Board of Pharmacy was under consideration. That is, the gen- 
eral question with respect to the great discrepancy which exists 
between the number of pharmacists who are registered each year 
and the number of assistant pharmacists. It is evident that we 
have a sufficient number of pharmacists in this country, and an 
insufficient number of assistants. We find everywhere a great 
scarcity of assistant pharmacists. 

I don't know anywhere where they are advertising for new 
drug stores. A young man who has properly qualified himself 
in a store or elsewhere, by hard study, gets past the examination 
of the State Board of Pharmacy for the papers of an assistant 
pharmacist, is qualified to do practically everything except to 
own and manage a drug store. If he is an assistant pharmacist 
he may have an ambition to become a pharmacist, but he does 
not attempt as a rule to engage in pharmacy himself. It has 
been altogether too easy in the past for men to break into phar- 
macy. We have probably 10,000 too many drug stores in the 
United States — that many more than are necessary to satisfy the 
requirements of the public. 

So that it has been my opinion for a great many years that 
boards of pharmacy and associations of pharmacy should strive 
to increase the number of those who are registered as assistants, 
and decrease the number of those who are registered annually as 
registered pharmacists, and for the reason that I have already 
named. 

Now, the question is, who shall attend to that ? There are 
three parties who are interested, the general public, the pharma- 
cist himself, and the assistant pharmacist or the man who is a 
candidate for that position. It is certainly to the benefit of the 
general public that the young men who are entering pharmacy 
should have a better preparation for their business than they 
already have ; and I do not believe that the public can object or 
will object to any material lengthening of the period of probation 
which must intervene between the time a young man enters a 
-drug store, and when he is allowed to open a drug store for him- 
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self. It is clearly to the benefit of the public, and I do not think 
they would have any ground of objection, or would object. 

As to the pharmacist himself, should he object ? Certainly 
not, because to increase the number of registered pharmacists is 
to increase the number of men who want to own stores, and who 
eventually, by hook or crook, will own stores. It is exclusively 
for the public, and not for the pharmacist. 

As to the assistant pharmacist, he is very likely to object 
because he cannot get as large a salary as assistant as he can as 
pharmacist. He cannot open a store, cannot become the owner 
or manager of a store, and it is possible that the assistant phar- 
macist will object, to some extent. But in this great benefit 
which is to accrue to the public and to pharmacy at large, and 
which will eventually accrue to the young man when he does 
become a pharmacist, it seems to me that the objection, which ^is 
based upon a misconception of what his true interests are should 
not be considered. 

And it was my purpose, during the discussion of Mr. Ogier's 
report, to offer a resolution commending the Board of Pharmacy 
on the fact that in the past two years they have increased the 
number of assistant pharmacists — that we should commend their 
position in that respect, and ask that the same policy be continued 
for the future. So I do offer that as a resolution at this time, to 
commend their efforts in increasing the number of registered 
assistant pharmacists upon the rolls, and that we trust they will 
continue that policy. 

Motion carried. 

The President : The chair has the general committee on 
time and place as recommended by the committee : Phil. Drackett^ 
Cincinnati; Wm. C Wendt, Columbus; John Mayer, Dayton; 
W. J. Walding, Toledo; Adam Schmidt, Springfield; Charles 
Krone, Hamilton, Wm. Conrade. Zanesville; E- H. Lindsay, 
Mansfield; G. C. Himmelman, Akron; H. F. Vortkamp, Lima; 
Eugene R. Selzer, Cleveland. 

The following resolution was offered by Prof. Beal, and 
adopted. 

Resolved, That the sincere thanks of the association are hereby tendered 
to the citizens of Dayton, to the druggists of that city, and to the entertain- 
ment committee for the splendid hospitality which they have extended to- 
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the association at this meeting, and for the several pleasant excursions 
through their beautiful city and for the many other courtesies which we 
have received at their hands. 

Resolved, also, That the thanks of the association are extended to the 
retiring officers for the able, impartial and conscientious manner in which 
they have discharged the duties of their respective offices during the past 
year and at the present meeting. 

The secretary then read a communication from the Peruna 
Drug Manufacturing Co. 

Such newly elected oflScers as were present, were installed ^ 
whereupon the meeting adjourned.

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

This association shall be called **Thk Ohio State Pharmaceuticai, 
Association.** 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this association shall be to unite the reputable pharmacists 
and druggists of the state, to improve the science and art of pharmacy, to 
elevate its standard, and to restrict the practice of pharmacy to properly 
qualified pharmacists and druggists. 

ARTICLE III. 

Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and professional standing 
and of legal age, whether in business on his or her account, retired from 
business, or employed by another, and teachers of pharmacy, materia 
medica, chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in phar- 
macy, shall be eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This association shall meet annually at such time and place as shall be 
previously determined. 

ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, two vice presidents, 
a permanent secretary, assistant secretary, a permanent treasurer, and an 
executive committee of three, all of whom, except the permanent secretary 
and treasurer, shall be elected annually by ballot, and serve until their 
successors are duly elected. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be in writing, 
and shall be acted upon at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving 
the vote of three-fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of 
the constitution. 
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BY-LAWS. 

CHAPTER I. 

DUTIBS OF OPPICSRS. 

Artici«B I. The president shall preside at all meetings of the associa- 
tion. In his absence or inability to preside, one of the vice presidents, or in 
the absence of all, a president pro tempore shall perform the duties of the 
president. In all balloting, and upon all questions upon which the ayes and 
nays are taken, the president is required to vote, in other cases he shall not 
vote unless the members be equally divided. He shall call a special meeting 
whenever requested by twenty-five members, and present at each annual 
ineeting a report of the operation of the association. 

Art. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
association, a list of the names, residence and date of entrance of each 
member, and be the custodian of all papers read ; he shall conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, and notify each member of the meetings. 
He shall also publish and distribute the annual proceedings of the associa- 
tion, having previously obtained the consent of the executive committee to 
the necessary expenditure of money. 

Art. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all funds and deposit the 
same in the name of the association, for which he shall be personally 
responsible ; collect all moneys due the association, pay all bills when 
countersigned by the president; issue certificates of membership; render a 
full report at each annusil meeting, and report the state of the treasury when 
called upon by the executive committee. 

Art. 4. The executive committee shall take into consideration, and 
report without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propositions for 
membership, and audit all bills against the association. 

CHAPTER II. 
membership. 

ArTici,E I. Propositions for membership shall be made to the execu- 
tive committee, in writing, with the endorsement of two members of the 
association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the members at 
any session shall be required for election. Should any application be re- 
ceived after the closing of the annual session, or thirty days preceding the 
next annual meeting, such applicant may be elected by the unanimous con- 
aent of the members of the executive committee. 

Art. 2. No person shall be considered a member of this association 
until he has signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid the annual con- 
. tribution for the current year, and for his certificate of membership. 
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Art. 3. Every member shall pay in advance to the treasurer, two 
dollars as his yearly contribution, and shall forfeit his membership by 
neglecting to pay said contribution for three successive years. 

Art. 4. Resignations of membership shall be made in writing to the 
secretary ; but no resignation shall be accepted from any one who is in 
arrears to the treasury, nor until he has surrendered his certificate of mem- 
bership. 

Art. 5. The association shall have power to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote ; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual meeting 
after the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of 
the charges and specifications made against him. 

Art. 6. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction may be elected honorary members. Their 
election shall require a vote of two-thirds (%) of the members present, by 
ballot, at the annual meeting following the presentation of names for said 
membership. They shall not, however, be required to contribute to the 
funds, nor shall they be eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 7. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who are, or 
have been, active members of this association, and have removed from the 
state of Ohio, may be elected to associate membership. They shall not be 
required to contribute to the funds of the association, nor shall they be 
eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 8. Active members of this association in good standing for at 
least five years may have issued to them by the secretary a certificate of life 
membership, upon the payment of ten dollars into the treasury of the asso* 
ciation. 

CHAPTER III. 

MEETINGS. 

Article i. Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum for the transact 
tion of business. 

Art. 2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Calling the roll. 5. Election of officers. 

2. Reading minutes. 6. Reading communications. 

3. Election of members. 7. Reports of committees. 

4. Report of officers. 8. Miscellaneous business. 

CHAPTER IV. 

RULES OF ORDER. 

Article i. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be 
enforced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, appeals 
may be taken, if required, by two members, and the meeting shall thereupon 
decide without debate. 

Art. 2 . When a question is regularly before the meeting, and is under 
discussion, no motion shall be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, 
for the previous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit or amend, 
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to postpone indefinitely — ^which several motions have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged. A motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. 

Art. 3. No member shall speak twice on the same subject, except by 
permission, until every member wishing to speak has spoken. 

Art. 4. On the call of any two members the ayes and nays shall be 
ordered, when every member shall vote, unless excused by a majority of 
those present, and the names and manner of voting shall be entered on the 
minutes. 

CHAPTE V. 

COMMITTBBS. 

Artici«e I . The president shall appoint the following committees, viz.: 

A committee of three members on matters of trade interests. 

A committee of three members on papers and queries. 

A committee of five members on pharmacy laws. 

A committee of five members on national formulae. 

A committee of one member for each county on state and county corres- 
pondence. 

A committee of three members on adulteration and sophistication. 

A committee of three members on pharmaceutical education. 

Art. 2. Five delegates and five alternates shall be annually elected to 
attend the meetings of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Art. 3 The president shall, at the first session of the regular meetings, 
appoint a committee of nine to nominate officers for the association, who 
shall report at the next session. 

CHAPTER VI. 

• MISCBLI^ANBOUS. 

Article i . Every proposition to alter or amend these by-laws shall be 
submitted in writing, and may be balloted for at any subsequent session ; 
when upon receiving a vote of two thirds of the members present, it shall 
become a part of the by-laws. 

Art. 2. No one, or more, of these by-laws shall be suspended. 
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OHIO PHARMACY LAW. 



[Enacted April 21st, 1898.] 

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 440^, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 4412, 

Revised Statutes of Ohio. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Ohio, That sections 4405, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 4412 
of the Revised Statutes of Ohio, be amended to read as follows : 
Who may re- Sec. 4405. It shall be unlawful for any person not a legally 
co'm po^^i^ci registered pharmacist, to open, or conduct, any pharmacy, or retail 
prescriptions drug or chemical store, either as proprietor or manager thereof, imless 
he shall have in his employ and place in charge of such pharmacy, or 
store, a legally registered pharmacist under the laws of this state. It 
shall be unlawful for any person, not a legally registered pharmacist 
to compound, dispense, or sell, any drug, chemical, poison, or phar- 
maceutical preparation, upon the prescription of a physician or other- 
wise, provided, however, that a legally registered assistant pharmacist 
may compound, dispense, or sell, any such drug, chemical, poison, 
or pharmaceutical preparation when employed in a pharmacy or drug 
store which is under the supervision, management and control of a 
legally registered pharmacist. Provided, also, that nothing in this 
section shall apply to, or in any manner interfere with the business of 
a physician, or prevent him from supplying to his patients such medi- 
cines as to him may seem proper ; nor with the making or vending of 
patent or proprietary medicines by any retail dealer ; nor with the 
selling by any person of copperas, borax, blue vitrol, saltpeter, sul- 
phur, brimstone, licorice, sage, juniper berries, senna leaves, castor 
oil, sweet oil, spirits of turpentine, glycerine, glauber's salt, cream of 
tartar, bi-carbonate of sodium, quinine, rochelle salts, epsom salts, 
alum, gum camphor, oil of cinnamon and oil of lemon ; nor prohibit 
any person from selling paregoric, essence of peppermint, essence of 
cinnamon, essence of ginger, hive syrup, syrup of ipecac, tincture of 
arnica, syrup of tolu, syrup of squills, spirits of camphor, number six, 
sweet spirits of nitre, compound cathartic pills, quinine pills, and 
other similar preparations when compounded by a legally registered 
pharmacist and put up in bottles and boxes bearing the label of such 
pharmacist or wholesale druggist, with the name of the article and 
directions for its use on each bottle or box, nor prohibit any person 
from selling paris green when put up in bottles or boxes, bearing the 
name of a legally registered pharmacist or wholesale dealer, and 
labelled as required by Section 4364-54 of the Revised Statutes, nor 
with the exclusively wholesale business of any dealer. 
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Sbc. 4^06. There is hereby created a state board, consisting of o^^i^ Board of 
five persons, to be known as **the Ohio Board of Pharmacy," who vacancy in 
shall be appointed by the governor by and with the advice and con- fiiied^' ^° 
sent of the senate. To aid the governor in the appointment of the 
Inembers of the board, the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association 
may annually submit to him the names of five registered pharmacists 
and from the names so submitted, or from others, the governor shall 
make the appointment. The. members shall be appointed for the 
term of &ve years, and until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied. In case of a vacancy from any cause, the vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment for the unexpired term of office, in the same 
manner as original appointments. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall be held to in any manner affect the term of office of the 
present members of the board. The board shall organize by selecting 
from its members a president, secretary and treasurer. The treasurer 
shall give a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, with sureties 
approved by the board, for the faithful performance of his duties. 
The secretary shall receive a salary to be fixed by the board, and his 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of his official duties. 
The other members of the board shall receive the sum of five dollars 
per day for each day actually employed in the discharge of their 
official duties, and their necessary expenses while engaged therein. 
The board shall have a common seal and shall formulate rules to govern 
its action. Its president and secretary shall have power to administer 
oaths. The board shall meet on the second Tuesday of January, May 
and October of each year, at such places as it may determine, and 
may hold such additional meetings as it deems necessary. The board 
shall keep a record of all its proceedings, and a register of all persons 
to whom certificates have been granted as pharmacists and assistant 
pharmacists ; and the books and register of the board shall be prima 
facie evidence of all matters therein recorded. 

Skc. 4407. Every person now registered as a pharmacist or Registered 
assistant pharmacist under the laws of this state, shall be entitled to and as^^ist- 
continue in the practice of his profession until his certificate of regis- fo^^rene^wal 
tration shall expire. Every registered pharmacist or assistant phar- certificates, 
macist, who desires to continue the practice of his profession in this 
state, shall, within thirty days next preceding the expiration of his 
certificate, file with the board an application for a renewal thereof. 
If the board shall find that the applicant has been legally registered 
in this state, and is entitled to a renewal certificate, it shall issue to 
him a certificate, duly signed by its president and secretary. If a 
registered pharmacist or assistant pharmacist fail, for a period of sixty 
days after the expiration of his certificate, to make application to the 
board for a renewal certificate, such person in order to again be 
registered, shall be required to proceed as in the case of original 
registration. 

Sec. 44c8. Every person who shall hereafter desire to beE)xamination 
reg^istered as a pharmacist or assistant pharmacist, shall file with the requirement^ 
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secretary of the board an application, duly verified, giving his age, 
the place or places at which, and the time spent in the study and 
practice of pharmacy, and shall present himself before the board and 
submit to a I examination as to his qualifications for the practice of 
pharmacy. If an applicant for a certificate as a pharmacist, such 
person shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, and shall 
possess four years* practical experience in a drug store where physir 
cians* prescriptions are compounded ; provided, that graduates of 
schools and colleges of pharmacy in good standing, as determined by 
the board, shall be entitled to a deduction from the requirement of 
four years' practical experience, of the time spent in receiving instruc- 
tion in such school or college of pharmacy. 

If an applicant for a certificate as an assistaut pharmacist, such 
person shall have attained the age of eighteen years, and shall possess 
at least tw ^ years* practical experience in a dmg store where physi- 
cians* prescriptions are compounded, and in charge of a registered 
pharmacist ; provided, that there may be deducted from the require- 
ment of two years* practical experience the time actually spent by 
such applicant under instruction ia any school or college of pharmacy 
in good standing, as determined by the board. 

If the board is sitisfied that the person presenting himself for 
examination is of the required age, and is possessed of the practical 
experience required by this section, and passes a satisfactory examin^ 
ation, the board shall issue such applicant a certificate authorizing 
him to practice the profession of a pharmacist or assistant pharmacist. 
Registered Sec. 4409. The Ohio Board of Pharmacy may register as phar- 
S f*^^t hVr macists without examination, and issue certificates of such registration, 
states ; ^ow to persons who are legally registered as pharmacists and hold cer- 
tificates of such registration under the laws of any other state, upon 
the following conditions : Each applicant for such registration shall 
have attained the age of twenty-one years, and be registered after 
examination in the state from which he holds his certificate. The 
standard of qualification and requirement as to competency in any 
state shall be at least as thorough as that established by the Board of 
Pharmacy of this state. The board shall only recognize certificates of 
registration granted by states wherein like recognition is given to 
persons resident of this state and holding certificates from the Board 
of Pharmacy thereof. 
Period for SEC.4410. Every certificate, and every renewal certificate issued 
which certi- ^^y. ^j^g Ohio Board of Pharmacy, shall entitle the person to whom it 
be granted ; is granted to practice the profession of a pharmacist or assistant phar- 
cer°mcate f jt macist for the period of three years. The board may refuse to grant 
cause. ^ certificate to any person guilty of a felony or gross immorality, or 

addicted to the liquor or drug habit to such a degree as to render him 
unfit to practice pharmacy; and may after notice and hearing, revoke a 
certificate for like cause, or for fraud in procuring the certificate. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the board refusing to 
grant or revoking a certificate for such cause, to the governor and 
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attorney general, and the decision of which officers, either affirming or 
overruling the action of the board shall be final. Every certificate of 
registration and renewal certificate shall be conspicuously exposed in 
the phirmacy or drug store of which the pharmacist or assistant phar- 
macist, to whom it is issued is the owner or manager, or in which he 
is employed. 

Sec. 4411. The board shall charge and collect for the issuing and ^«J« to be 
registration of certificatei, the following fees : For the examination where depos^ 
of an applicant for a certificate as a pharmacist, five dollars ; for the ^^^' 
examination of an applicant for a certificate as an assistant pharmacist, 
. three dollars. In case any applicant fails to pass the examination, 
the fee shall not be returned to him, but he may, within a year after 
such failure, present himself and be examined again without the pay- 
ment of an additional fee. For issuing a renewal certificate to a phar- 
macist, two dollars ; for issuing a renewal certificate to an assistant 
pharmacist, one dollar. For issuing a certificate to a pharmacist on 
presentation of a certificate granted by another state, fifteen dollars. 
All fees shall be paid in advance to the treasurer of the board, and by 
him covered into the state treasury monthly, to the credit of a fund, 
which is hereby appropriated for the use of the Ohio Board of Phar- 
macy. The compensation and expense of the members and officers 
of the board, and all expenses proper and necessary in the opinion of 
the board to discharge its duties under and enforce the law, shall be 
paid out of said fund upon the warrant of the auditor c f state, issued 
upon a requisition signed by the president and secretary of the board. 

Sec. 4412. If any person violates any of the provisions of section Penalties. 
4405, Revised Statutes, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be fined not less than twenty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not less than twenty days 
nor more than one hundred days, or both. Each day that any person 
violates any provision of the above named section shall constitute a 
separate offense. If any person shall file with the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy any false or forged affidavit, or shall make under oath, any 
false statement with the intent to secure for himself, or for another 
person, any certificate of registration, or a renewal thereof, he shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and on conviction shall be punished as 
provided by law. Whoever, being a registered pharmacist, or assist- 
ant pharmacist, fails to display in a conspicuous place his certificate 
of registrat.on, as required by section 4410 Revised Statutes, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be fined not 
less than five dollars nor more than twenty dollars, and each day's 
violation of this provision of the last named section shall constitute a 
separate offiense. The secretary of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy is 
charged with the duty of enforcing the laws relating to the practice of 
pharmacy. If he have information that any provision of the law has 
been or is being violated, he shall investigate the matter, and upon 
probable cause appearing, shall file a complaint and prosecute the 
offender. It shall be the duty of the prosecuting attorney, when re- 
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quested by such secretary, to take charge of and conduct such prose- 
cutions. All fines assessed and collected under prosecutions begun or 
caused to be begun by the Ohio Board of Pharmacy, shall be paid to 
the treasurer thereof, and by him covered into the state treasury 
monthly, to be dredited to the fund for the use of the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy. 

Sec. 2. Sections 4465, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 
4412 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage.

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Adulteration of Food and Drugs. 



AN ACT 
To provide against the adulteration of food and drugs. 

Section i . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That no person shall, within this state, manufacture for sale, offer for sale, 
or sell any drug or article of food which is adulterated within the meaning 
of this act. 

Sec. 2. * * * The term " food," as used herein, shall 

include all articles used for food or drink by man, whether simple, mixed 
or compound. 

Sbc. 3. An article shall be deemed to be adulterated within the mean- 
ing of this act. 

(a) In the case of drugs : (r.) If when sold under or by a name rec- 
ognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity laid down therein; (2,) If when sold under or 
by a name not recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, but which is 
found in some other pharmacopoeia, or other standard work on materia 
medica, it differs materially from the standard of strength, quality or purity 
laid down in such work; (3.) If its stiength, quality or purity falls below 
the professed standard under which it is sold. 

(b.) In the case of food: (i.) If any substance or substances have 
been mixed with it, so as to lower or depreciate, or injuriously affect its 
quality, strength or purity; (2.)' If any inferior or cheaper substance or 
substances have been substituted wholly or in part for it; (3.) If any 
valuable or necessary constituent or ingredient has been wholly or in part 
extracted from it; (4.) If it is an imitation of, or if sold under the name 
of another article; (5.) If it consists, wholly, or in part of a diseased, de- 
composed, putrid, infected, tainted or rotten animal or vegetable substance 
or article, whether manufactured or not — or, in the case of milk, if it is the 
produce of a diseased animal; (6.) If it is colored, coated, polished or 
powdered whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, or if by any means it 
is made to appear better or of greater value than it 1 eally is; (7. ) If it con- 
tains any added substance or ingredient which is poisonous or injurious to 
health ; provided that the provisions of this act shall not apply to mixtures 
or compounds recognized as ordinary articles or ingredients of food, if each 
and every package sold or offered for sale h^ distinctly labeled as mixtures 
or compounds with the name and per cent, of each ingredient therein^ and 
are not injurious to health. 
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Sbc. 4. Every person manufacturing, offering or exposing for sale, or 
delivering to a purchaser any * * * articles of food included 
in the provisions of this act, shall furnish to any person interested, or 
demanding the same, who shall apply to htm for the purpose, and shall 
tender him the value of the same, a s imple sufficient for the analysis of any 
such « * * articles of food which is in his possession. 

Sec. 5. Whoever refuses to comply, upon demand, with the require- 
ments of Section 4, and whoever violates any* of the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fintd not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than twenty-five dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than thirty days, or both. And any person 
found guilty of manufacturing, offering for sale or selling an adulterated 
article of food * * * under the provisions of this act shall be 
adjudged to pay, in addition to the penalties hereinbefore provided for, all 
necessary costs and expenses incurred in inspecting and analyzing such 
adulterated articles of which said person may have been found guilty of 
manufacturing, selling or offering for sale. 

Sbc. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force in forty days from 
and after its passage.

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LIQUOR LAW. 



Ruling of the Food Commissioiier relative to the sale of wines 
and liquors by the pharmacists of Ohio : 

Whisl^y must conform to the standard of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, whisky, 
that is, it must contain not less than 50 per cent, nor more than 58 per 
cent, of alcohol by volume. It must not contain more than twenty- 
seven-hundred ths (.27) per cent, of solids. 

This alcohol percentage corresponds to from 100 to 116 govern- 
ment proof degrees. 

Liquor which does not come within these limits- may be sold, but 
no; as whisky. Some other name must be used. 

Brandy must contain not less than 46 per cent. , nor more than 55 Brandy, 
per cent, of alcohol by volume, corresponding to from 92 to no proof 
degrees. It must not contain more than fifteen-hundredths (.15) per 
cent, of solids. 

Gin must contain not less than 47 per cent, of alcohol by volume, Giu. 
corresponding to 94 proof degrees. 

Rum must contain not less than 49 per cent, of alcohol by volume, Rum. 
corresponding to 98 proof degrees. 

Domestic liquors must not be sold for foreign ; that is, California Domestic 
Brandy must not be sold for French Brandy ; New England Rum for * *^" 

Jamaica Rum, nor Domestic Gin f r Holland Gin. 

Apple and Peach Brandies must be distilled from the fruit. Brandy. 

The article heretofore sold as Blackberry Brandy must no longer 
be sold as such, because it is not distilled from the fruit. It may be 
sold as Blackberry Cordial, provided it is prepared according to the 
formula of the U. S. Dispensatory (National formulary.) 

All Wines are classified as either White or Red, and all must come wines, 
within the requirements of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, which are as 
follows : 

All wines must contain not less than 12.4 per cent., nor more than 
17.3 per cent, of alcohol by volume. 

White Wines must contain not less than 1.5 per cent., nor more 
than 3.5 per cent, of solids. 

Blackberry Wine mu«t be prepared from the fruit. The use of 
salicylic acid, or other antiferment, or artificially carbonating, is 
prohibited. 
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Branding and Kvery package in which liquor is sold or delivered must be 
LabclinR. ^^^^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ Qf ^jjg pg^^j^ ^j. £j^ preparing the same, and 

also the words: *' Containing no poisonous drugs or other added 
poison." If an original package is sold as received, already properljr 
labeled, it does not need to be re-labeled by the second dealer. 

The above docs not apply to Wines. 

Wines must be labeled '*Pure Wine," '* Wine," or **Compounded 
Wine." 

**Pure Wine" is the fermented juice of the grape to which 
nothing has been added, and only such can be sold as " Pure Wine." 

When processes of clarification have been used, or sugar has been 
added, the product must be sold and labeled simply ** Wine," and the 
word * * Pure " must not be used. 

All Wines which have been fortified by the addition of spirit, or 
which have been sweetened but are otherwise pure, must be branded 
or labeled ** Compounde.l Wine." . Packages of such wine containing 
more than three gallons must be labeled on both ends in black letters 
at least one inch- high. Packages containing more than one quart 
and up to three gallons must be labeled in black letters at least one- 
half inch high. Packages containing one quart or less must be 
labeled in black letters at least one-fourth inch high. Cases or boxes 
containing a number of small packages must also be labeled, the size 
of the letter corresponding to the amount contained in them. 

All Wines designated under the law as Compounded Wine, even if 
prescribed by a physician as Port, Sherry or Catawba, shall have the 
words ** Compounded Wine" attached thereto, as well as the physi- 
cian's directions. However, any added drug or mixture changes said 
wine to the form of a prescription. 

The word "Compounded" shall not apply to medicated wines,, 
such as are put up for medicinal purposes only, neither does it apply 
to such wines a<J Ives* Seedling, Norton's Seedling, Blackberry, Cur- 
rant, Elderberry, Gooseberry or Claret. 

It is not necessary to label shelf bottles from which wines and 
liquors are sold. 

For the convenience of the pharmacists of Ohio, a series of labels- 
have been prepared and placed on sale with the association treasurer,.

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POISON LAW. 



(Sec. 6957 Revised Statutes of Ohio.) 

Whoever sells or gives away, any quantity of arsenic less than one 
pound, without first mixing therewith soot or indigo in the proportion of 
one ounce of soot, or half an ounce of indigo to the pound of arsenic, or 
except upon the prescription of a physician, sells or gives away any quantity 
of any article belonging to the class usually denominated poisons, to any 
minor, or sells or gives away any such article to any person, without having 
first marked the word ** poison '* upon the label or wrapper containing the 
same, and registered in a book to be by him kept for that purpose, the day 
and date upon which it is sold or given away, the quantity thereof, the name, 
age, sex, and color of person obtaining the same, the purpose for which it 
required, and the name and place of abode of the person for whom the same 
is intended, shall be fined not more than two hundred nor less than twenty 
dollars. [50 V. 167, U i, 2, 3, 4.] 



LABEL LAW. 



(House Bill No. 92.) 

AN ACT to provide for the proper labeling of poisonous articles. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That whenever any pharmacist, druggist or other dealer in poisons, chemi- 
cals, medicines and drugs, whether wholesale or retail, shall sell any drug 
or chemical, an indiscriminate or careless use of which would be destructive 
of human life, such dealer shall affix to each bottle or package of such drug, 
chemical or poison, a label printed in red ink, having on it the name of 
the article by which it is commonly known, the cautionary emblem of the 
skull and cross-bones, the words ** caution and poison," and in addit'on 
thereto at least two of the most readily obtainable effective antidotes to such 
poisonous article. 

Sec. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of section one (i) of this act 
shall upon conviction thereof, before any court having competent jurisdic- 
tion, be fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred ( 100) dollars, nor less 
than ten ( 10) dollars. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force sixty days after its 

passage.

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MORPHINE LAW. 



[House Bill No. 66.] 

. ' ; r To prescribe the manner of selling thesulphate and other preparations of 

morphine in the state, and for other purposes. 

Section i . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That it shall not be lawful for any person, other than a wholesale druggist 
or other dealer in drugs and medicines, to sell or offer for sale at wholesale, 
<>r for any person other than a registered pharmacist or a registered assistant 
pharmacist, to sell or offer for sale at retail morphine or any of its salts, i^i 
this state, and it shall not be lawful for such person to sell or offer for sale, 
morphine or any of its salts, in any bottle, vial, envelope or other package, 
unless the same shall be wrapped in a scarlet paper or envelope, and all 
bottles or vials used for the above purpose shall contain not more than one 
drachm each, and shall have in addition to said scarlet wrapper a scarlet 
label lettered in white letters, and the same must be upon both vial and 
wrapper, when vials are used, plainly naming the contents of said bottle ; 
and further, that no person shall have the right to change any preparation 
of morphine from its original package to any other receptacle whatever for 
the purpose of retailing or dispensing therefrom, but it must be retailed or 
dispensed only from the original package with scarlet wrapper and scarlet 
label as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. That any one violating the provisions of the above section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than ten or more than fifty dollars, at the discretion of the court, for each 
and every violation of the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act be and 
the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after Sep- 
tember I, 1886.

WILLFUL POISONINQ. 

Section 6812. Whoever administers poison to a person with intent to 
kill or injure such person, or mingles poison with food, drink or medinine, 
with intent to kill or injure any human being, or willfully poisons any welU 
spring, cistern, or reservoir of water, shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not more than fifteen nor less than two years. 

PRESCRIBING WHILE INTOXICATED. 

Sec. 6813. Whoever, while in a state of intoxication, prescribes or ad-^ 
ministers any poison, drug or medicine to another, which endangers the life 
of such person, shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars and 
imprisoned not more than twenty days. 

PRESCRIBING SECRET COMPOUNDS. 

Sec. 6814. Whoever prescribes any drug or medicine to another, the 
true nature and composition of which he does not, if required of, truly make 
known, but avows the same a secret medicine or compound, and thereby 
endangers the life of such other person, shall be fined not exceeding one 
hundred dollars and imprisoned not more than twenty days. 

PROCURING MISCARRIAGE. 

Sec. 6815. Whoever, with intent to procure the miscarriage of any 
woman, prescribes or administers to her any medicine, drug or substance 
whatever, or with like intent uses any instrument or means whatever, unless 
such miscarriage is necessary to preserve her life, or is advised by two physi- 
cians to be necessary for that purpose, shall, if the woman either miscarries 
or dies in consequence thereof, be imprisoned in the penitentiary not more 
than seven years nor less than one year. 
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DEFACING BRAND ON ANIMALS. 

Sbc. 6850. Whoever maliciously alters or defaces any artificial earmark 
or brand upon any horse, mare, foal, filly, jack mule, ass, sheep, goat, cow, 
ox, steer, bull, heifer or swine, the property of another, shall be fined not 
more than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than twenty days, or both. 

POISONING ANIMALS. 

Sec. 6852, Whoever maliciously administers poison of any sort what- 
ever, to any animal mentioned in Section 6850, the property of another, with 
intent io injure or destroy such animal, shall be fined not more than two 
htmdred nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty days, 
• or both. 

POISON LAW. 

Sec. 6957. (See law in full on preceding pages.) 

DEPOSITING POISON. 

Sec 6958. Whoever leaves or deposits any poison, or any substance 
containing poison, in any common, street, alley, lane or thoroughfare of any 
kind, or any yard or enclosure other than yard or enclosure occupied by 
such person, shall be fined not more than fifty nor less than five dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than thirty nor less than five days, or both, and shall 
be liable to the person injured for all damages sustained. 

IMMORAL ARTICLES. 

Sec. 7027. Whoever sells or offers to sell or gives away or has in his 
possession with or without intent to sell or give away, any obscene , lewd or 
indecent or lascivious book, pamphlet, paper, drawing, lithograph, engrav- 
ing, picture, daguerrotype, photograph, stereoscopic picture, model, cast, 
instrument or article of indecent or immoral use, or instrument or article for 
procuring abortion or preventing conception; or advertises the same for sale; 
or writes or prints any letter, circular, handbill, card, book, pamphlet, ad- 
vertisement or notice of any kind, or gives information orally stating when, 
how or where or by what means any of the obscene, lewd, indecent or 
lascivious articles or things hereinbefore mentioned can be purchased or 
otherwise manufactured ; or manufactures or draws and exposes or draws 
with intent to sell or have sold, or prints any such arsicles, shall be fined 
not more than one thousand nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than one year, or both ; but nothing in this section or the next two 
sections shall be construed to affect teaching in regularly chartered medical 
colleges or the publication of standard medical books or the practice of 
regular practitioners of medicine or druggists in their legitimate business. 

Sec. 7028 makes it unlawful to mail such matter or give notice through 
the mail where such things may be obtained. 
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ADVERTISINQ PROHIBITED ARTICLES. 

Sec. 7029. Whoever prints or publishes any advertisement of any 
secret drug or nostrum, purporting it to be for the exclusive uae of females, 
or which cautions females against their use when in a condition of preg 
nancy, or in any way publishes any account or description of any drug, 
medicine, instrument or apparatus for preventing conception or for procur- 
ing abortion or miscarriage, or keeps for sale or gratuitous distribution any 
newspaper, circular, pamphlet or book, containing such advertisement, 
account or description, shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars, 
or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

DISTRIBUTING THE ABOVE. 

Sec. 7030. Whoever sells or gives away or keeps for sale or gratuitous 
distribution any secret drug or nostrum, purporting to be exclusively for the 
use of females, or for preventing conception or procuring abortion or mis- 
carriage, shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or both.
